Ont of the speakers at the recent meeting of the English 
/iouist Federation said that the Zionist Movement bad been kept 
going by stunts.” There may be some truth in this criticism, 
providing a sufficiently wide interpretation be applied to 
tne word “stunts. suf, im any case, no stunt —at least 
of the kind to which the speaker referred—was ever devised 
that could entirely withstand the holiday season. ‘The contirma- 


tion of the Mandate was a great triumph for Jewish Nationalism 
‘wi would have been a complete one had there been no Churchil 
cement tacked on to it—it was distinctly the greatest event 
/ewish history for generations. It formed a fitting point at which 
mist activity might for the moment slacken. The resting time 
itht to be of great advantage wit is employed by everyone as a 
‘Lor consideration. Some may come to see, what they do not 
perceive, how real has been the immense advance: in the 

vish cause which the passing of the Mandate has accomplished. 
‘ine, on the other hand. who seem piteously blind to the fact, may 
1¢ to realise the damning effect upon it of the Churchill state- 
‘uent—not nearly so much because of the statement itself, as because 
“he concurrencein it which Mr. CHURCHILL, by methods well-known 
we need not specify, succeeded in obtaining from the 
ecutive Of the Zionist Organisation. We have done our best 
Curing t the last few weeks to point this out, and there are signs 
bot a few that our view-point is receiving larger and larger 
acceptance among all Zionists. More important, however, is it 
to note the agreement that prevails with another point upon which 
we have insisted—that, unfortunate and even fatal as was the act of 
the Executive, it is by no means irremediable. The Zionist 
Organisation will during the holiday lull have time to consider 
the best means for reasserting its moral position that has been 
So seriously prejudiced, and we sincerely hope will make the most 
of the Opportunity afforded it. We observe that Mr. SoKOLOw, 
in an eloquent speech the other evening, decried those who subjected 
the Mandate to what he called “ niggling criticisms.” For our part, 
that is precisely what we have refrained from doing. But it is 
impossible to estimate the value of the Mandate without taking 
into account the Churchill statement—what Dr. WEIZMANN called 
its intetpretation—and it is nothing more than merely prudent 
to point out the danger which it constitutes, Employ- 
ing Mr. SoKoLow’s own analogy, if surely is very far from 
criticism that can be called niggling to point out that Mr. 
CHuRCHIEr. has declared his intention of withdrawing every securing 
bolt ‘and rivet from the Mandate bridge. About the Churchill 
Btatement, by the by, we notice that Mr. SOKOLOW was diplomatically 
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silent. But of what value is a bridge which, because of the 
absence of proper rivets and sound bolts. will very probably 
collapse when it is sought to use it for the purpose for which if 
was constructed ? 


Mr. SOKOLOW contemned those people who, he declared, — tried 
to examine stars through a microscope. Surely they are no 
less practical beings than those who constantly fix their eyes 
upon the skies and forget that they are walking on solid and 
unromantic earth. Triumph as the Mandate of itself is, it has, by 
those who would view it sensibly, to be regarded in another aspect. 
It is the opening of what bas been well termed the new era for 
the Jewish people in their onward march to their National 
redemption, and it thus forms a supreme test to Jews through- 
out the world. How they will emerge from that test is, after all, 
the question of questions. Will they employ the Mandate by 
making the very best of it. and thus to a large extent nullifying the 
Churchill statement? Or have 2,000 years of political exile so 
dulled their spirit that the Mandate will become not a paper 
bridge, as Mr. Sokotow calls it, but a bridge, on paper” 
Much, though not everything. will depend upon the leaders of the 
Jewish National Movement, the prestige they are able to maintain 
among the masses of the Jewish people, and, above all, the practical 
idealism with which they are able to continue to infuse the Move- 
ment. One way in which they may fail in these respects is by 
refusing to those who support them the confidence to which they 
are entitled. It was not. in our view, wise of Dr. WEIZMANN atthe 
meeting of the English Zionist Federation, to, refuse point blank any 
explanation of the part which the Executive of the Zionist Organisa. 
tion took in regard to the Churchill statement, and it was just as 
unwise to relegate without a word all political questions to the 

yearly conference at Carisbad. About that gathering; sinister 
rumours are afloat to the effect that the proceedings are to be held 
secretly or in quasi-secrecy. We hope there is not a ‘word ot 
truth in this.. For we can imagine nothing that would be so much 
resented -by Zionists everywhere, or that would do more 
damage to the Executive of the Zionist. Organ:sation who would be 
responsible for such a decision. The Jewish National Movement is 
essentially a peoples movement. It is based -upon. a greal 
democratic yearning that ought to be constantly, and in all things 
borne in mind. Zionism. stripped of all quibblings and . all 
reservations, has meant all along, and means to-day as cettainly and 
as thoroughly as ever, the striving to obtain the Land of Israel for the

Mr. Ephraim Harris. 

4 Good. a usefal, and a much respected life has co to an end 
at a ripe old. age with the death of Mr. Ephraim Harris, M.A. ¢ 
Manchester. Our obituary columns this week testify to the 
esteem Which this man won fer himsel! among ali classes of thi 
Manchester comunity: . Chiefly, Mr. HARRIS was an educationalist 
abd his services to oul Manchestet ore had heen 


compassed within his many years service .as lekdninstes of the 
Jews School, in’ Manchester. his life would by no means 
have been an infertile oné. But, bis energy and his, publi 
veal refused any such a bond, and he Revoted himself with 
commendable zeal to almost every Jewish activity in the great 
city of which he was so valuable a citizen. But, extensive as 
those services have been, it will be as a teacher that he will 
be most lovingly remembered—as an ornament of the fine 
profession to whick, from his earliest years, he determined to 
devote himself. For the teacher holds a very big place in the 
heart of the average Jew. It is the teacher in Israel who has been 
so conspicuously the savigur of Israel throughout all our genera 
tions of sorrow and trial and tribulation. Our rabbis of old were 
first and foremost and essentially teachers, and regarded teaching 
as the most distinguished of all vocations. In the pursuit of that 
profession, then,-the late Mr. HAkRIs gave as his life work the best 
that any Jew could give. He was permitted, till a ripe old age, to 
those who knew him, and he has left to them a heritage which they 
will prize througheut their own lives in their memory of his life, 
and the man by whom it was lived. 


A Synagogue for Hanley. 

HANLEY Congregation, on whose behalf an earnest appeal signed 
by Mr. Lioner D. WALFORD appeared in our columns last week, is in 
gad need of a building for Synagogue and Class Room purposes. 


Our coreligionists in the pottery town at present worship in what 


was once a Chapel from which it was converted into a Synagogue 
some half-century ago. In the meantime, the building has fallen 
into a state of hopeless disrepair, and has indeed become a 
dangerous structure. The schoolrooms have long since been 
unusable for the same reason. And this condition of things is 
not of yesterday or even the day before. Twenty years ago the 
late Chief Rabbi, Dr. HERMANN ADLER, was s0 impressed with 
the urgent needs of Hanley when he visited the place 
pastorally, that he not alone made a strong appeal for help but 
eecured a contribution from the Mocatta Foundation to the fund that 
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was then being raised. The money required for the buildings is 
some £3.250. of which there has been collected, mainly locally, about 
£1,500, so that £1,750 is still required. It is not a large sum and 
ougit to be forthcoming in a community such as Anglo Jewry, which 
is being appealed to for it. The purpose in view can hardly be said to 
be merely a local one, because it is (or ought to be) the concern of 
us all. when we know that fifiv or sixty families, such as constitute 
the Hanley community, are without the first and most essential 
needs of a Jewish congregation. We have in connection with 
this appeal heard it objected that the present is an unpro-. 
pitious time for building. That may be so, but about it there 
are two things to be said. It is not the fault of the Hanley 
Congregation that their Synagogue was not completed long before 
the abnormal rise in prices in the building trade. And again, if 
these be unpropitious times for building, they are greatly more 
unpropitious for leaving bodies of Jews without the means of 
religious worship, or of giving religious education to their young. 


Dr. H! like his predecessor in his exelted office, warmly 
supports the appeal, and so altogether we sincerely hope Mr, 
WaLrorp will not have asked in vain.

Proposed Law to Combat Blood-Libel. 


— 
MOTION DEFEATED. 
(From our Correspondent.) SALONIKA., 
In the Greek Chamber of Deputies on June 29th, a discussion was 
held on the proposal of Mr. Isaac Schaky, the Jewish deputy from 
Salonika, to pass a law providing for a term of imprisonment from two 
months to two years for persons convicted of disseminating the accusation 
of ritual murder against Jews at the approach of the Passover. 
This project, the first readiog of which had been passed the previous 
day, was strong!y opposed by Messrs. Coulandrosand Souliotis Nicolaides. 
The latter, while recognising the loyalty and patriotism of Greek Jews, 


‘demanded the adjournment of the discussion on Mr. Schaky’s law, on the 


ground that no such law existed in any other countcy. Offences such as 
those referred to, he said, were dealt with by tae competent authorities. 
and were rigorously punished. If this project became law, it would cause 
a feeling of antipathy towards the Jews among their Christian fcllow 
countrymen, 

Mr. Gounaris said that the suggestion had been misinterpreted by 
certain deputies. He dealt with the long-standing superstition of tis 
blood libel, and explained that the object of the proposed law was to show 
officially that the Greek people repudiated it. 

Mr. Vozikis spoke in favour of, and Mr. Levidés against, the proposed 
new law. 

After hearing Mr. Schaky's reply, the House, on a division, decide. 
to postpone its consideration sine dic.

Hejjas Released. 


ANTLSEMITIC SPEECH BY HUNGARIAN M.P. 
BUDAPEST. 

So creat an outcry arose, both in this country and in the foreign 
Press, against Lieut. Hejjas, on account of his avowed compiicity in the 
Orgovany massacre, thatthe Government considered the time ripe for some 
action to be taken against this notorious agitator, The lremier, Count 
Bethlen, had already pledged bimse!f that Hejjas should not be arrested 
on this charge, but the discovery that the Lieuteraxt had been concerned 
in the raising of soldiers to march into We«t Hungary gave the necessary 
excuse, and he was arrested recently in this city. His arrest, however. 
had the effect of arousing public sympathy in his favour. Many 
demonstrations were held to protest against his imprisonment. On July 
26th a deputation of one hundred prominent persons from the districts 
of Kecskemet, Izsak and Orgovany (where Hejjas committed most 
of his depredations) entered Parliament, and demanded of the Premier 
the release of the prisoner, on the ground that his action had been takeu 
from patriotic motives. In the course of a long speech, Count Bethlen 
replied that patriotic ends could be achieved only by working together, 
and not by individual action; that the deputation had no authority to 
speak in Parliament; that he would not be intimidated from doing his 
duty , and that he declined to release Hejjas. Apparently, however, this 
declaration was nothing more than a lean geste, for Hej}jas was released 
on the very next day 

Mr. Gyula Gombis, a member of the Hungarian Parliament, recently 
delivered a speech of a strongly anti-Semitic nature. He referred to the 
great strides made by the Jews in the realms of commerce, medicine and 
law, whereas among maniial workers only about one per cent. were Jews. 
It was necessary, he said, to extend the scope of the nulierus clausus 
He added that over sevea million acres of land in Hungary was owned 


by Jews, and advocated a reform in the land laws to restrict Jewish 
ownership of land.

THE VILNA RIOT.

WARSAW, 

The defeat of the anti-Semitic vote of censure on President Pilsudsky 
precipitated a crisis which has resulted in the resignation of the Korfanty 
Cabinet. A new cabinet has been formed, with Mr. Novak as the premier. 
This new cabinet, in the construction of which the Jewish vote was an 
important factor, is moderate in tone. 

The Commission appointed by the Polish Parliament to enquire into 
the recent anti-Jewish riot at Vilma has arrived in that city and started 
its activities. In spite of requests that a Jewish Deputy should accom: 
pany the Commission, none is included among its members. Legal 
proceedings have been instituted cgainst the anti-Semitic agitator, Mr. 
Chametz, who is accused of responsibility for the rioting. The Com. 
mission is said to be ignoring the evidence of Jewish witnesses. In the 
course of an interpellation in the Polish Parliament on the riot, Deputy 
Gruobaum praised the conduct of the police in suppressing an anti- 
Semitic meeting in Vilna. This remark created an uproar among the 
anti-Semitic members, who threatened the Deputy with violence. The 
Jewish Deputies surrounded their spokesman and prevented the assau!t 

Fresh outbreaks of rioting are reported from Kattowitz, and also 
from Radum (near Vilna), where a company of soldiers recently attacked

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Kasher Meat, Again. 
By MEeENrTor. 


FEW weeks ago I ventured to call attention in this column 
to the inordinate price that has to be paid by the public 
for kasher meat. I pointed out how to very many, especially 
in these days of high national taxation and severely 

clipped incomes, the charge is so prohibitive that there canbe no 

doubt that many who are desirous of observing the dietary laws are 
forced to purchase trefah meat because they simply cannot afford 
to buy their meat Aasher. Sucha state of affairs is palpably serioue. 
it means that, to all intents and purposes, the supply of kasher meat 
has broken down. Because a supply which is 60 expensive as to 
be practically unavailable to those for whom it caters is as good (or 
as bad) as non-existent. And I said that the time had arrived when 
the whole question ought to be inquired into, so that an answer 
might be obtained to the question: “Why need the price of kasher 
meat be soe terribly exorbitant ? I mentioned that the Chief 

Kabbi chad written to the Shechita Board suggesting the 
formation of such a Committee, and that he had been baulked 
and harassed in his endeavour. It will be recollected 
that as soon as the Chief Rabbi's proposal was intimated 
to the Board, it was subjected to a “blocking’’ counter- 
proposal by Mr. Albert Woolf, whose réle appears to be to say “ No” 
to Dr. Hertz on every possible and impossible occasion. Notwith- 
standing, however, on the proposition of Mr. L. L. Cohen, who isa 
member of the Board, it was agreed to appoint a Committee of 
Enguiry such as the Chief Rabbi had suggested. Then, however, 
Mr. J. M. Lissack, the President of the Board, with a deplorable lack 
of esprit de corps, announced that he refused to serve on the 
Committee, knowing that this action on his part would virtually 
nullify the decision arrived at. So that in the end, the whole 
question was referred to the Executive Committee for consideration 
and report. 


Where is that Committee Now ? 


That was in the middle of May, and I observe that at a meeting 
held at the end of last month, not a single word was said about 
the Committee of Enquiry. It thus appears to have somehow 
evaporated (in best United Synagogue style, be it said’, .as com- 
mittees of our institutions that, for. one reason or another, are 
inconvenient to the hon. officers of them, do manage to evaporate. 
But, whether anyone knows what has become of that Committee of 
hLnqguiry or not, everyone knows that the price of kasher meat is 
as prohibitive as ever. Everyone knows that, for some reason 
that nobody can tell, persons who sincerely desire meat that is Kasher 
are subject to what is manifestly a gross and grievous imposition some- 
where. And, the suspicion that a grave and scandalous exploiting 
ol the public under the guise of religious necessity, is going on, is 
not allayed by the fact that the Shechita Board. or rather its 
Yresident and some of its leading members, have done their best 
to stop, and apparently have succeeded in preventing, an enquiry 
being held. 


The reason which impels me to revert to this matter is not only 
because the last meeting of the Shechita Beard reveals not a word 
concerning the fate of the Committee of Enquiry, the question of 
which was remitted to the Executive Committee of the Board in 
May last, but—for one other reason—because of some matters 
which I] notice were revealed at that meeting. For instance, 
1 observe that Mr. Lissack, the President, boasted that the 
Board bad £5,000 in invested funds, and another sum, amounting to 
nearly £1,000, which is also to be invested lying to its credit at the 
Bank. Now, this £6,000, has, it seems to me, come directly either, 
from the consumers or the purveyors of kasher meat. In either 
case, however, we may be sure that the consumer has had to pay 
We may be sure,also,for it is the invariable way in which these 
things work, that this accretion drawn from the Board has been 
accompanied by various other abnormal! profits, all along the line, 
from the slaughter-house to the dining table, if not from the cattle- 
pen to the abattoir. I therefore look upon that £6,000, not for what it 
indicates in itself, but for what it is typical of in the process of over- 
charging which is going on against the consumer. The Board, to my 
mind, has no right to accumulate any such sum, or to run Shechita 
as if it were really an ordinary butchering business. I see that the 
Board made some grants to excellent institutions of an educational 
character. But, however worthy this may be, it appears hardly right 
to run up the price of kasher meat for that purpose. Of what use, 
pray, is it to teach our young the value of the dietary laws and then 
render kasher meat so expensive that their parents (or themselves 
when they come to purchase it) cannot afford to buy it, aid have 
to go without meat at all or resort to forbidden food? Someone 
suggested at the meeting the other day that the Board 
might be called upon to defend Shechita from the attacks 
that are being made against the Jewish method of slaughter. 
It was quoted as a reason why the Board should heap up invested 
balances. But it occurs to me that we have a body called the 
Deputies of British Jews, upon whom that duty peculiarly resolves, 


Altogether, what happened at the meeting of the Board the other 
evening, formed strong additional evidence for the necessity of an 
examination into the whole of this kasher meat question. 


Foreign-Killed Meat. 


Another reason for my reverting to this subject, is because I 
have been informed that there is a project on foot for materially 
lessening the present price of kasher meat oy the importation from 
the Colonies of meat killed there in accordance with Jewish law, and 
brought over to this country in refrigerators. The scheme is by 
no means anew one. I believe it. was tried some years ago, and 
it failed because ne one would buy the meat. ‘The question 
will naturally be asked, why, with the millions of tons of 
trefah meat imported from Australia and the Americas, appreciated 
by the general public as excellent meat food—so excellent that the 
average consumer can scarcely tell the difference between 
foreign meat and some sorts of home-grown—it should be refused 
by Jewish purchasers. The reason, sol gather, is a very interesting 
one. According to Jewish law, meat eaten by Jews must be 
not only killed by the Jewish method, but must. as is 
generally known, be specially prepared before cooking. The 
process is known as “ kashering '—it is the process whereby the 
meatilies in water for a certain time and then in salt, and is then 
washed again.. This kashering’” process, still according to Jewish 
law, must be applied within three days after the animal from which 
the meat is taken has been. killed It is obvious tiat meat 
killed say, in Australia, could not be got over here—I do not 
Suppose that the swiftest aeroplane could accomplish it—in three 
days. And, therefore. when Australian meat(or it. may have been 
American), killed kasher, was arranged to be imported into and 
sold in this country. it was stipulated by the Ecclesiastical Authori- 
ties that the “kashering process must take place before the meat 
was packed for exportation. The result, however, was that it 
arrived here in a somewhat parlous condition, the colour black, 
and altogether looking most unappetising. 

But now, it seems to me the question arises, why shall the 
tjeth Din—or whoever the authorities may be in whom resides 
the permission to import this meat for Jewish consumption— insist 
upon the meat undergoing’ the “kashering”’ process before being 
packed abroad-for export to this country? The Chief Rabbi and his 
assessors know quite well that in thousands upon thousands of 
oases kasher meat killed in England is purchased, and is never sub. 
jected by those who buy it to ” kashering,’ and thatis the case with 
many ofthose who deem themselves moderately orthodox. Why, then, 
could not the authorities waive the stipulation that this foreign meat 
shouldundergothe "kashering process beforeexport and let it besold 
here on the distinct understanding that it has .not been kashered 
although it is meatfrom animals killed strictly in accordance with 
Jewishlaw? That would satisfy the requirements in that direction 
of avery large number of people. at least all those (assuming they wish 
to buy imported meat’ who now buy /ashcr meat, and never subject 
it. before cooking, to the “kashering process. I know nothing of 
the details of the scheme to which ! have referred. and have only 
been told the facts to which I bave alluded. If those facts are 
correct, then the one bar to enabling Jews in this country who 
cannot afford the exorbitant price for home-grown fasher meat 
‘having foreign meat that has been killed in accordance with Jewish 
law is the question of submitting the meat to the ~ kashering 
process. Then I say that the Chief Rabbi, who is very modern 
and very human in such matters. and his ecclesiastical assessors, 
who, to their credit be it said, strive to be likewise, ought ia this 
matter to exercise a modicum of common sense and not prevent those 
who, as 1 have pointed out, in any circumstances never think of 
“kashering’ their meat, from having meat from abroad merely 
because they cannot kasher it. It were surely in the interests of 
Judaism that facilities should be given for the consumption of 
foreign grown meat killed in accordance with Jewish Law to those

who, in present circumstances, because they cannot afford hasher 
meat prices, are compelled to eat meat, home grown and foreign, 
that has been killed trefah. 

Unless, of course—and here's the rub—the importation of foreign 
meat would break down the exorbitant price at which /asher meat is 
nowsold. That, naturally, would not suit those—whoever they may 
be—who are keeping up the price and might not suit the book of the 
Shechita Board, with their visions of big balances wrung from the 
pockets of the ever decreasing number of kasher meat consumers, 
for whose interests they are supposed to cater. Thus it isto be under 
stood that the opposition to the foreign meat proposal would be 
furiously set against it. But surely the policy of the Shechita 
Board—lI suggest it to them as a warning against their folly—is 
very much that of the dog feeding itself by constantly nibbling off 
its own eternally decreasing tail.

ofsthe rich opportunities of the West. Once they came in by New York 
they generally stuck there, or in a few near towns, producing congeste | 
slums and anti-Semitism. Our scheme was to create nuclei of Jewis) 
setticment in healthy conditions all over the States, into which, withou: 
friction, millions, if not the whole of Russian Jewry, could have easil\ 
found place. These millions would have mutually strengthened thei: 
political power: and, in a land whose Jews can already almost swing 
elections, would have built up a secure, if nota national, Jewish home 
Now, alas, America would restrict their coming in! But how successfu 
the Ito work was is shown by the fact that Jews no longer remain in Ne 
York, even though they land there; but that myriads at once depart to 
join their relatives in the West. 

The idea that our immigrants are in any peculiar danger from the 
growth of the Ku Klux Klan in Texas may, therefore, be added to the 
Uganda and other myths which have always shadowed the Ito's work. 

May I also, correct your recent statement that the Ito is defunct’ It 


has certainly been quiescent, but this was to give a fair fleld to Palestine 


Zionism, with which we even co-operated to the extent of a donation of 
£500 and the loan of one of our Council, Dr. Eder, who seems to have been 
the only Commissioner to uphold the idea of an “autonomous basis,” which 
is the bed-rock of the Ito’s solution. We have still to consider whether 
the Palestine Mandate, especially as nullified by the White Paper, 
fulfils this condition so far as to make the Ito superfluous; and 
for this purpose a meeting of the Council will be held next month 
at the house of my old and faithful fellow-worker, Mr. Meyer A. Spielman.

STEPS TO COMBAT ANTI-SEMITISM.

BERLIN, 

Anti-Semitic agitation among the work ng classes in Germany has 
reached an unprecedented pitch, though tie successes achieved by the 
avitators have, up to the present, been hardly proportionate to the effort 
expended. Mr. Otto Wels (a Gentile), one of the most important leaders 
of the Socialist Party, and a member of Parliament, has made a state- 
ment on this point. The Socialist leaders, he says, attach but little 
importance to the anti-Semitic agitation. The German Socialist Party 
bas always been opposed to any ractal discrimination, and Mr. Wels feels 
convineed that they retain sufficient contro] over the working man to 
eradicate anv such tendency. ©n the other hand, he fears that anti- 
Semitism is gaining ground among the middle classes, but, says Mr. Wels, 
the Socialist Party will fight this agitation with a!! its power. 

The Saxon Ministry. of Education has prohibited al) professors, 
teachers and students from wearing anti-Semitic badges. 
issued on the strength of the new Law for the Defence of the Kepublic. 
The attention of the German Ministry of the Navy has also been drawn 
to the fact that on some warships the crew had displayed anti-Semitic 
badves. 

fhe Bavarian Diet has had under discussion a motion by the 
Democratic Party in favour of increasing the allowances to the Jewish 
communbnities. The Ministry, however, opposed the resolution, which was 
defeated. The Government spokesman argued that the present grant 
was ample for the Jewish communities, considering that the Jewish 
creed was not the State religion.

REPORT ON ADVISORY COMMITTEE'S AOTIVITIES. 


The Advisory Committee of Private Organisations for the Relief of 
Russian Refugees attached to the High Commissariat of the League of

Nations met for its third session at the Palais des Nations, Geneva, om 
May 29th and 30th. In the absence of the High Commissioner, Dr. 
Nansen, the Assistant High Commissioner, Mr. de Watteville. presided. 
Mr. Lucien Wolf, Delegate of the Jewish Colonisation Association and 
allied societies, has submitted a report on the meetings to the Directors 
of the “Ica.” The report says: 

very substantial progress has been made with the work of the High 
Commissariat. Large numbers of refugees have been dispersed and emigrated, 
8D bnew homes and employment found for them. A scheme for settling the 
legal status of the refugees by means of certificates of identity, which will take 
the place of passports, and for facilitating the grant of Visas, has been ad pted. 

On the motion of Mr. Wolf, a resolution was unanimously carried 
appealine to the great overseas countries to come to the assistance cf 
Europe in solving the refugee problem, by a relaxation in their immigra- 
tion laws. 

Dealing with the situation of refugees in transit countries, Mr. Wolf 
emphasised the danger of their being returned to Russia as their country 
of origin, and asked that the transit countries should be especially 
reminded of their formal engayements not to repatriate Russian refogees 
who had found an asylum on their soil. Dr. van Hamel, the Director of 
the Judicia! Section, said that the legal effect of the grant of Certificates 
of Identity by the Governments of transit countries would be to constitate 
those countries the countries of origin of the refugees receiving such 
Certificates. He added that the scheme was still under negotiation, and 
Was consequently liable to reserves on the part of the transit states.

Distress in the Ukraine. 
ACTIVITIES OF THE JEWISH WORLD RELIEF CONFERENCE. 

Dr. Victor Adler, delegate of the Jewish World Relief Conference in 
the |’ kraine, reports appalling sufferings in Odessa and Kherson. Many 
Jewish orphan asylums and children’s homes are, he says, threatened 
with the necessity of closing down, as the Government is unable to cope 
with their requirements. Famine, with its inevitable following of typhus, 
cholera and other epidemics, is raging in Kherson. Many quarters are 
labelied as unapproacbable, in consequence of the numbers of putrefying 
corpses, and it is even intended to destroy some of these places by fire, | 
in order to avoid the spread of infection. 20.000 persons have died of 
starvation in Kherson. A kitchen for Jewish children is being opened 
there by the World lelief Conference, and a similar one for non-Jewish 
children by the Save-the-Children Fund. 

SOUTH AFRICAN JEWRY’S EFFORT. 

Jews of South Africa have raliied in remarkable fashion to the aid of 
eufiering children in the Ukraine. | p to the present, funds sufficient for 
the support of 1.400 children have been placed at the disposal of the 
World Relief Conference by the Johannesburg Committee. while the Cape 
Town Committee supports 500 children, andthe lretoria Committee, luv 
Thus the Jewish population of the country ‘approximately 45,00) 
maintains 1.900 children. If Jews of the whole world made the same 
effort, over 600,000 Jewish children could be supported. 

CONTRIBUTION OF PALESTINIAN JEWS. 

Great activity is displayed by Valestinian Jews, both in individual 
and in collective relief work. A kitchen for a hundred Jewish orphans 
has been opened by the World Relief ixecutive in the name of the 
“Municipal Committee of Jaffa Jews,” and another similar kitchen is to 
be opened by the Committee of Haifa Jews.— COMMUNICA’

RELIEF ACTIVITIES. 

Further harrowing details regarding the famine in the | kraine have 
been received by the Federation from Mr. Hahn, Dr. Nansen’s represen. 
tative in Odessa. No work is undertaken which is not directly connected 
with the question of food. Houses are left unrepaired, and some areeven 
destroyed by the peasants to enable them to exchange the wood, nails, 
etc., for bread. LEven in Odessa, the seat of the American helief Adminis 
tration and Nansen organisations, thousands of deaths are caused by 
starvation. The sowing campaign has not been carried out satisfactorily, 
only 10 per cent. of the area which ought to be cultivated having been 
sown. If the relief organisations cease for a moment to send foodstuffs 
intc the Ukraine, the whole of the surviving people will be ina very 
desperate state next year. 

According to the latest information received from Kishineff, the first 
relief consiguments sent to the refugees on the left side of the Datester 
have arrived in Tiraspol. In view of the satisfactory report received, 
the Genera! Committee of the Federation have decided to assign another 
£1.200 for food and medical relief to these refugees, and two additional 
consignments of clothing have been forwarded.

QUESTION IN) PARLIAMENT. 

In the House of Lords, on Monday, LorRD SYDENHAM asked whether 
the following figures could be given: (1) the number of aliens who have 
been allowed to enter the United Kingdom since the Armistice, (2) the 
number of unnaturalised aliens now resident in this couatry, (3) the per. 
centage of crimes committed by aliens. He also asked whether the Jews, 
who claimed to be a nation, and had been recognised as such, and 
provided with a National Hioms>, would henceforth be so registered on 
entry into this country. 

The E,arnt OF ONSLOW said he could only give figures from July lst, 
1919, to June 50th, 1922. As to the tirst question, the number of aliens 
who ianded in the United Kingdom was 1,001,321. Those who embarked 
from the United Kingdom numbered 932,593. This did not include the 
transmigrants, those who only crossed the country. As to the second 
question, the number of unnaturalised aliens now resident in this country, 


excluding Ireland, was 260,389 aliens over sixteen years of age, repre. 


senting 0'¥1 per cent. ofahe total population over sixteen. In reply tothe 
third question, 65,205 persons were received into prison on conviction in 
1921, and of those 1'8 per cent. were aliens. 

As regards the last question al! aliens were registered according to 
the State in which they lived, whatever their religion. An alien who 
was a.,dew, or @ member of any other religion, if he wasa citizen 
of Palestine, was, when he came to this country, registered as a 
Palestinian.

Mr. EPHRAIM HARRIS, M.A. (Manchester). 


The death occurred in his 79th year on Sunday, at Manchester, 9: 
Mr. Ephraim Harris, M.A., for many years Headmaster of the Manchests, 
Jews’ Schools. 

The late Ephraim Harris was born in 1343, in Bethnal Green, then 
salubrious suburb of London, with the adjacent Victoria Park standing ip 
the midst of cornfields and market-gardens. His father, Hyam Har: 
earned a modest livelihood by an industry which in those days » 
almost entirely in the hands of Jews, and was even then a decay) 
labour. ‘Dutching” was the name given to the process of prepari: 
quills for writing purposes by withdrawing the pith and hardening 
cuter shell. Hyam Harris bad been apprenticed to D. M. Dyte, of 
Strand, who was instrumental in saving the life of George [II from 
attempt at assassination at the theatre. Dyte was seated in th: 
next to His Majesty's assailant, whose arm he struck upwards. Hy) 
Harris married a granddaughter of the Kev. Moses Myers, Rav of t 
New Synagogue, and acting Chief Rabbi for London during the in! 
reguum that followed on the death of Dr. Herschell. 

Ephraim Harris received his earliest education at the old Infar 
Schoo!, which was situated in Gravel Lane, Houndsditch, and direct | 
by Miss Miriam Harris. To ensure the safety of youngsters at t.i« 
school, the place of stairs was taken by inclined planes. Leaving Gra, 
Lane at the age of six, he passed for a short time under the tuition o! 4 
Mr. Zempleberg in Leman Street. From Leman Street he proceeded t» 
the Jews’ Free School, where he was taught by Mr. Moses Angel, ¢! 
Rev. Moses Myers, and Mr. Myer Davis, reaching the top class by the 
time he was cight years of age. In those days Mr. Angel lived on 
the school premises, and the school had not yet been put under 
Government inspection. Before he attained his Barmitzvah, \: 
Harris began work as a monitor, and was given the full supe: 
intendence of a class of fifty boys. He served his five years as 4 
pupil teacher, and at the same time he was receiving instruction from 
Mr. Angel, Mr. George Emanuel, and others. He made such good progress 
in his studies that in 1362 he was able to matriculate as a private student 
at the University of London, the late Numa Hartog (the first Jewish 
Senior Wrangler) having been his neighbour in the examination room 
Two years later he took his First B.A. in the first class, and io the 
following year he graduated, with honours in Logic and Moral Philosophy, 
In the same year he gained his Certificate from the Committee of t) 
Council on Education. In 1370 he took the degree of M.A. in Branch ITI 

Meanwhile he was successfully pursuing his career as a teacher—the 
profession to which he intended to devote his life. Having completed 
his term as a pupil teacher in 1361, he worked on as an uncertified 
assistant till 1455, and continued teaching at the Free School for anothe: 
four years. In the August of 1369 he was appointed Headmaster of the 
Manchester Jews’ Schools, then about to remove to their present ‘oc’ in 
Derby Street. The school numbered about three hundred at the outsid: 
in the three departments. (nder Mr. Harris’ headmastersbip it was 
successively enlarged, till at one time there were 2,500 children on 
the books. In later years these numbers were reduced by the Board of 
Education's regulations. At the same time the growing wante of tho 
Jewish population of Manchester have been met by the provision °f 
“Jewish” Council Schools in Southall Street, Waterloo Road, and oth : 
centres. Mr. Harris retired from the beadmastership in 1°10, the Boar: 
of Education having granted him two years’ extension of service. ‘a 
his retirement he was the recipient of many tokens of affection an!

Mr. Harris held pronounced views on the education question. (2 
which he was not always in agreement with other members of his p:

Payment by results the deceased regarded as 4 
great blot on the system. He considered thatit degraded the aims of the 
teacher, led to an idolatrous worship of percentages on the part of schoo! 
managers, and generally produced superticial results. 

The deceased did not confine his energies to educational work. He 
took anu active partin the communal affairs of Manchester. He helped 
to found the South Manchester Synagogue in 1872, and for more than 


thirty years he served on its Council. He has filled at different time: : 
the offices of Honorary Secretary, Treasurer, Vice-President and Presi ; 
dent. Mr. Harris was associated with the Board of Shechita from it 2 
foundation, serving itas Treasurer and Hon. Secretary. He was one of | @ 
the oldest members of the Manchester Board of Guardians, and took 4 k 


keen interest in its Loan and Industrial Departments. He was also 4 
member of the Manchester Visitation Committee. He was one of the 
founders, and at one time President, of the Hebrew Education Board, of 
which he subsequently became Treasurer. Mr. Harris wasaiso a Mason 
and had served every office in turn in the Blair Lodge and Chapter. 

The deceased married in 1367 Miss Rebecca Joel, a fellow certificated 
teacher at the Free School Bell Lane. She passed away in April last 
The issue of the marriage were three sons and a daughter. One of his 
80ns was killed in the Bechuanaland Expedition in 1897.

lived for the betterment of his community. He unlocked thie mins 
and hearts of thousands of his pupils to the ennoblement of Jil 
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and watched them with anxious eyes, as the sequence of labour 
took hold of their javenile minds. Though time is the great destroyer 
and not even the hardest granite or metal can withstand its gnawing 
tooth, yet the precious moments of his life will not disappear unheeded 
into the murk of Eternity. Before he is embedded in the mother earth, 
let bis life, as a great educator, a faithfal husband, a self-sacrificing father, 
and a trustworthy friend, pass before our eyes. Let us call to our mind, 
what devotion, what zeal he displayed in making the Jews’ Schoola 
nr odel of educational institutions, how a rebuke to a pupil, even a severe 
coe, made him ever more beloved, for the pupil felt the sincerity of his 
master, Who endeavoured to lead him intothe path of knowledge and virtue. 
ced 1 dwell upon the bearty,the manly, the right sense of companion- 
cbip, the pervading love between husband and wife, that built up 

perfect home, in which the utmost harmony and concord between 
parents and children prevailed? Yea, his consort, who had shared with 
bim the joys and sorrows of life, has predeceased him, and, awakened out 
of life's midsummer bight's dream, will meet him in the fields of bliss. 
How trustwortby and upright a friend he was to everyone who sought bis 
eounsel and advice! How many of his numerous pupils cau bear witness 
to his encouregirg words in their hour of need! 1n bow mapy a heart is 
not written in indolible letters tho gratitude they feci for his incomparable 
kindness and fatherly care! His work is done, and God will give the arduous 
toiler his well-earned reat. As Ecclesiasticus has it, “Sweet is the sicep of 
the Jabourer.” He takes to his long rest the consciousness of not baving 
betrayed the confidence placed in him by bis fellow-men, of having liveda 
life glorious to bis Creator and beneficial to mankind. His life was moulded 
in the form of modesty and bumility ; he steered his ship of life to the end 
without doubt cr misgiving, that he was doing what was right and juat, 
and his death can be compared, as our sages said at the demise of a creat 
teacher, to the destruction of the tem)p'e, the mourpfal reminiscence of 
which we are commemorating iu the Liegies of to-morrow. Not only his 
children, but also those thousands who sat at the feet of this creat 
teacher in Israe), deeply mourn his departure. Yet. the sunset here 
means sunrise eleewhere, for he who has left us wil] behold the real 
morning, ever warmer, more golden, untothe perfectday! He has worked 
in the spirit of a great teacher, who said: “!If we work upon marble, it will 
perish. if we work upon brass, time will efface it: if we rear temples, 
they will crumble into dust, but if we work upon immortal minds, if we 
imbue them with principles. with the just fear of God and love of our 
fellow-men, we engrave on those tablets something which wil! brighten 
to al) Eternity.” 


By thedeatb of Mr. Ephraim Harris, the Jewish community cf Man. 
For over forty years Head- 
master of the Jews’ Schoo), be set on thatinstitution the seal of € ficiency 
in administration and teaching, and established a tradition of service and 
devotion, the value of which cannot bo exaggerated. Since bis retirement 
from the Headmastership Mr. Harris devoted his life to the service of the 
School as a Manager, and nota week passed throughout the year in which, 
almost as Headmaster Emeritus as well as Manager. he did not do some 
service. great or smal), for that institution. His inthuence was one which 
not only affected the Schoo! as a teaching institution, but also affected 
the Old Boys.of the school, and there cannot have been a body of Old 
Boys more devotedly and reverentiy attached to an old Headmaster 
than the Old Boys’ Union of the Manchester Jews’ School. 

His public service did not end with the Jews’ School. He identified 
himself with the Orphan Aid Society, the Jewish Board of Guardians, and 
particularly with the Loan Committee of that body. For many years he 
was active in Synagogal matters. Last. but not least, he was the 
Chairman of the newly-formed Education Board of Manchester and 
Salford, a position to which he was called both because of his experience 
and of the universal respect in which he was held. It wil! be difficult, 
if not impossible, adequately to fill the place vacated by his death. 

in private life Ephraim Harris was a devoted husband, a devoted 
father, and a devoted friend. None of those privileged in any decree 
intimately to associate with him can have failed to bave been affected by 
the attachment that existed between him and his late wife, and it is 


inn possible for his nearest friends to believe that the loss of bis wife had 


any other effect than to hasten his end. It filled him with what the 
homans termed adesideratum impossible toassuage. Hehada genius for 
friendship, a friendship which was extended to those of his own age and 
those younger. 

_itis usual to speak of the dead in no terms other than tho:e of praise, 
and often those words of praise are the ide and empty compliments of 
cerenionial duty. In the case of Ephraim Harris there could be none of 
this. Every word that bas been written of bim could be amply justified, 
and there are no words adequate to emphasise sufficiently the loss which 
all of us, as friends and communal workers and beneficiaries of his many

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CXLV.—A SAVIOUR OF JUDAISM. 
My DrAR COUSIN, 

It seems almost miraculous that when the Jewish State was destroyed, 
the Jewish religion should have survived. Onthis Sabbath of Comfort this 
thought is perhaps most comforting, and it seemsto me that Rabbi Jochanan 
ben Zakkai is the true Jewish hero of this time of year, for he it was who 
was responsible for saving Judaism out of the terrific storm which over. 
whelmed the Jewish people. Four hundred years before, another such 
saviour had risen up in the person of Ezra, and be and Rabbi Jochanan 
ben Zakkai, plucking a brand from the burning, saved alive for the world 
precious ideals. , 

Little is known of the youth of Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai. Ong 
tradition reports that he was a priest, another that he was a trader. 
However that may be, it appears certain that he was a disciple) of 
Hillel, who thought so highly of him that he called him “the father of 
wisdom” (“237 38). His knowledge wasextensive. He was acquainted 
with the Bible, the Mishna, Haggada, and Astronomy. But he was.not a 
dry-as-dust. His nature was sunny. He was of those who, like Abou 
ben Adhem, loved his fellow men. It is reported of him that he was 
first in his greetings, whether to Jew or Gentile. In his arguments 
with Sadducees or heathens, he always answered the questions 
put to him from the point of view of his questioner. He attempted to 
understand and to meet his opponent's case. He was famous for 
wasting little time in futile talk; he was always first in the House of 
Study, ready to exchange views with his disciples. Of these he had 
many, and five are particularly mentioned by name. His summing up of 
their qualities is a masterpiece of brevity and wisdom. Eleazer ben 


Hyrcanos is a cemented cistern which loses not a drop; Joshua ben 


Chananiah—happy she who gave him birth; Jose the Cohen is a saint: 
Simon ben Nathaniel fears sin; Elazar ben Arachis a fountain which 
grows fuller and fuller. 

Before the destruction of Jerusalem he taught in the open in the 
shadow of the Temple wall. Later, he was connected with colleges at 
Jabneh (or Jamnia), Berur Chail,and Arab. But his name will be for ever 
associated with Jabneh, where he planted a seed which grew into a 
mighty oak. Modern Judaism owes its very life to Jochanan ben Zakkai, 

His career lay in the period between 44 and 3). Like Jeremiah, he 
lived in a time which was troublesome for his people. Like Jeremiah, he 
saw the catastrophe approaching. On one occasion itis re\ated of him that 
he cried out tothe Temple, “Temple! Temple! We know that you will be 
destroyed!” He looked at political events with a prophet's eye. Dis. 
affection against Kome was slowly coming to a head, and the Roman. 
Jewish conflict was inevitable. Jochanan was in Jerusalem during the 
siege, and he was among those who held that to defy the Khoman military

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wer was madness. He saw what was at stake, and he threw in his !or 
with the party of peace. How he got out of Jerusalem in a coffin isa 
story too well known to need repetition. Once outside the town, he made 
his way to Titus, and begged of him three favours—that he might be 
allowed to establish a college at Jabneh, that the House of Hillel might 
be spared, and that a sick friend might receive proper attention. The 
Roman General must have been very much surprised at the apparent 
insigaificance of these three requests, which he granted there and then 
Little did Titus realise that the college in Jabneh was to be the new 
cradle of a religion which would outlast the great Empire, of which h. 
himself was at the time one of the supports. 

In due course Jerusalem was taken, and when the news reache:! 
Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai he was greatly moved, and he and ih: 
disciples journeyed to the ruined city to see with their own eyes th 
place of desolation. His disciples wept, but he comforted them, sayin: 
“The temple of stone may be destroyed, but the temple of the spirit ha 
risen out of itsashes. The altar is no more, but acts of charity and kind): 
ness remain. Let us practise these.” ‘‘ Wherever Israel is exiled,” « 
he declared on another occasion, “there also God's presence is exile! 

It ‘cs obvious that the destruction of the Jewish State and of tho 
Temple could not but have far-reaching effects for the Jewish peopl: 
Immediate reforms to meet the new situation were necessary, and a man 
of energy was required to take action. Such a man was found in Kab), 
Jochanap ben Zakkai, who fearlessly rose to the occasion and introduced 
such changes as seemed to him requisite. He abolished the bitter water 
test for a woman accused of adultery; he mado Jabneh the spiritua! 
capital of the Jews in place of Jerusalem. While carrying out this policy 
he comforted his people with the hope that “soon the Temple wil! b» 
rebuilt.” He never tired of impressing upon those who cameinto contac! 
with him that charity would henceforth take the place of sacrifices. I! 
is characteristic of the man that in all his decisions, he sought to fin’ 
authority for tradition in Holy Writ. | 

He was fond of the Socratic method of teaching. When he wished 
to discover a view he would question his disciples as to their opinion, and 
80 elicit what he desired to bring home. His question in regard to what 
was best for a man to possess is well knowa. One disciple saida good 
friend; another a pleasant countenance; auother a good neighbour ; 
another a good heart. ~Having heard them ailthe Master praised the 
disciple who had advocated a good heart, for if a man possessed this 
advantage, all the others were included. 

His interpretation of the Holy Writ was often striking. Let one in 
stance suffice. [n the last verse of the twenty-second’chapter of Exodusit is 
stated that if a man be found guilty of stealing an ox or a sheep, he shal! 
pay tive oxen for each ox,) but only four sheep for each sheep, Pabbi 
Jochanan ben Zakkai explained this by pointing out thatin the caseof the 
sheep the thief would have comparatively little trouble in getting itaway | 
he would probably have to carry it. Butto get away an ox, it would be 
more difficult; the ox would have to be driven. 

His rules of conduct were worthy of the man. Honour God ont of 
love, he was for ever preaching. Job's honour of God was not of the 
highest kind, for it sprang from fear ; the highest kind should spring from 
love. “Know ye why no iron should be lifted on the altar? The alta: 
is a sign of peace, whilst iron destroys life.” “If you have learned much,” 
he was fond of saying, “donot glory in it, for it is but your duty.” 

Little is known of Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai’s family except that 
he had two sons, one of whom died in youth. His disciples came to 
comfort him. One recalled the death of Abel, and Adam's sorrow 
another recalled the troubles of Job; a third reminded him of David» 
grief when Bathsheba’s child died. “How can other people's gric! 
assuage mine,” cried the Master. Thereupon Elazar ben Arac 
related the story of a man who was entrusted with a jewel, and wa- 
anxious that the jewel should be returned undamaged. How happy wa 
that man when he was able to return the jewel in all its purity. “Yo: 
too, have received a jewel—your son; how happy must you be to be able 
to return him as unblemished as he was when he was first delivered to 
you'” “You have comforted me, my son!” was Rabbi Jochanan 4 
admission. 

On his death-bed his message to his disciples sounded strange in their 
ears. ‘‘ Fear God,” he said, “as you would fear man.” It was a simple 
lesson, but it had deep significance. Tradition asserted that with the 
death of Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai “the rays of wisdom ceased.” 

Judaism is a great monument to Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai's 
genius and memory. Perhaps he established the College in Jabneh and 
achieved his great work unconsciously. Perhaps it wasthe Spirit of God. 
Who shall say? But however it was, there is no doubt that Rabbi 
Jochanan ben Zakkai must be written down a great saviour of Judaism.

THE JEWISH SECTION. 


[From @ Special Correspondent) 

This year's Summer Meeting at Cambridge deserves the sympathetic 
nterest of Jews. For the first time in the history of the University 
<tension Movement, lectures on topics of Jewish interest have been 
ncorporated as part of the course. This year’s programme is devoted 
to mediseval and modern Italy; and while there are lectures on Italian 
history, literature and art, there are aiso lectures on Jewish aspects of 
these problems. Included in the series are lectures on the Ghetto (Dr. 
M. !ipstein), the story of the Jews in Rome (Dr. Radin), Hebrew MSS. 
‘Mr. Elkan Adler), Rachel Morpurgo (Mrs. Redcliffe Salaman), Pico della 
Mirandola (Dr. I. Abrahams), De Rossi (the Rev. 8. Levy), and Italian 
¢ynagogues (Dr. I. Abrahams.) 

Judging from the reception given to the lecturer on the Ghetto, last 
Monday afternoon, it must be admitted that the majority of those attend- 
ing the Summer Meeting seem to be greatly interested in the Jews and 
their story. The audience listened eagerly, and is already asking for 
more. This isof good augury forthe future. The innovation bas certainly 
met a want. 

The idea originated with Dr. Israel] Abrahams. tc whom thanks are 
due for a happy suggestion. Thanks are due also to the Cambridge 
University authorities, especially to the Rev. Dr. Cranage, for the 
readiness with which they accepted the suggestion. The interest of the 
visitors to the Sammer Meeting in the Jewish lectures must be as 
eratifying to those who arranged the whole course as it is to Dr. 
Abrahams and the Council of the Jewish Historical Society, where, we 
believe, the matter was first broached. 

Of Jewish visitors there are about fifty thie year, mostly young 
people. Manchester and Liverpool are well represented; Leeds, and 
even Huddersfield, have sent a fair quota.. London, unfortunately, shows 
up poorly. It is a thousand pities that a foolish decision was taken in 
London in regard tothe Cambridge meeting. There is no reason at all 
why Jewish students should not be happy and comfortable there. 

Much of the happinessand comfort of the Jewish students is duetothe 
indefatigable energy of Mr. P. FE. H. Samuel, of Trinity (son of Sir Herbert 
Samuel), who is determined to make every Jewish student feel qnite at 
home. The idea of a special common-room for the Jewish visitors was 
splendidly conceived and excellently carried out. There is still time for 
those who care to do so to see for themselves the appropriate and 
picturesque mural decorations in the hoo in Trinity Street. 

Among those who are giving a welcome to the Jewish visitors 


as and when occasion arises, may be wentioned Dr. and Mrs. 
Israel Abrahams, Dr. and Mrs. Redcliffe Salaman, Dr. Charles 
Myers, Dr. and Mrs. Radin, and Mr. Herbert Loewe. Mrs. Radin

Lectures on Jewish subjects by well-known Jews were arranged by 
the Jewish Historical Society, the ' nion of Jewish Literary Societies and 
the Inter-University Jewish Federation of Great Britain and Ireland. 
dlr. P, . H. Samuel. who is acting as Secretary to the Jewish Section, 

vpemented the programme with further lectures for the Jewish 
‘tuicnts only. Headquarters have been established at 35, Trinity Street, 
lodgings secured for students, and many social activities planned. 
“Trvices are being held in the Synagogue, by kind permission of the 
ama bridge Congregation, and valuable assistance in many directions 
's being given by some of the undergraduates who are in residence. 
. On Friday the first students arrived, and were welcomed by Mr. 
Samuel. On Saturday the students met at tea in the club rooms. This 
was followed by a visit to the Senate House, where an honorary degree 
was conferred on the Duke of Aosta. On Sunday afternoon a river trip 
was made to Grantchester, where tea was provided. The same evening 
Mr. Shilman, of Dublin, read a paper on “The Semitism of Milton.” 

On Monday Dr. I. Abrahams commenced the course for the Jewish 
members with the first of a series of four lectures on the Psalms. The 
‘ecture dealt with the general form of Psalm 119, which, with all its 
mechanical framework, is, perhaps, the most delightful of all. In the 
evening Dr. Epstein gave a lecture on the Ghetto. Interesting to Jews, it 
must have been a revelation to non-Jews. ‘The horrible nature of the 
(:hetto, the trap that it was in the event of a pogrom, the restriction of 
the liberty of its inhabitants, the unhealthy atmosphere, but, above all, 
the courage of the Jew compelled to live in it, were all admirably 
described by the lecturer. On Tuesday morning, Dr. Epstein again 
lectured on “Jews and Modern Capitalism.” His observations provoked 
a long discussion. 

The programme which has been arranged is an excellent one. On 
Wednesday, Dr. C. 8. Myers entertains the Jewish section at tea, On 
Friday, Dr. Rauch, of Louisville, U.S.A., is to address the 
Students. On Saturday, a tea is to be given by the Jewish section to 
Miss Lilian Clarke, who will afterwards “talk” on Cambridge,

From Mr. JOSEPH L. COHEN, M.A, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sirn,—It is characteristic of the leaders of the Deputies that no 
attempt has been made to answer fully the contention that within the 
last few months the Deputies have received rebulfs from three important 
Governmental offices, and are slighted by lesser bodies. Nor is any 
atternpt to be made, apparently, to discover ways and means of improving 
the position. It would seem as if a Coue policy of auto-suggestion that 
all is well. and an affectation of being busy with communal! affairs, is to 
be the reply to the most concerned enquiry for Jewish well-being. This 
policy was laid down by Sir Stuart Samuel, who, on vacating the chair 
of the Deputies, said: “He thought it better to direct attention to 
eaccesses rather than to failures. They would thus create a certain 
esprit de corps, and Deputies would be more inclined to exalt their own 
body.’ 

Surely the real problem is how to protect Jewish interests at home and 
abroad, and not to have the smug feeling of belonging to an exaited body. 
Why does not Sir Stuart pause to tel! us of the successes of the Deputies 
ip recent months? How can we direct attention to that which, it is 
contended, does not exist’ 

If we continue ignoring our present plight, the Board of Deputies will 
be in danger of being discredited as a colossal piece of bluff. The attitude 
of communal leaders is really holding off those who have suggestions of 
coping with the grave and menacing problems which face us.

UR interview this week is with Mr. Michael Levy, the 
Chairman of the Association of Jewish Iriendly Societies— 
an organisation which has been making rapid strides since 
its appearance in 1915. Mr. Levy succeeded Mr. Myer 

Cash, whose work was recognised by the combined Societies the 
other day. Mr. Levy's earliest Friendly Society experience was 
bound up with Manchester. He began 
as a member of the Achei Brith, but it 
was with the other great Friendly 
Society organisation—the Grrand Order 
of Israe!|—that be became prominently 
associated. He founded in Manchester 
a Lodge of the Girand Order of Israel, 
named after the lev. Isidore Simon, 
Minister of the South Manchester 
Synagogue. A strong partisan of the 
movement to get the lriend!ly Societies 
away from public houses, he was 
instrumental in 1902 tn obtaining for 
Manchester its first briendly society 
Ha!!-—-the centre kuown as the Achel 
Brith Hall, Apart from Friendly 
Society activities, Mr. Levy entered 
into the communal life of Man 

chester. Hie was a founder. and 
trustee of the North Manchester 
Synagogue and -was prominently associated in other local work. 
Leaving Manchester in 1908, he speedily moved to the front rank in 
the Grand Order of Israel. From Vice-Grand Master, 1310-1015, he 
became Girand Master to 1917. His association with the Zionist 
Movement is also well known. The Friendly Societies possess no 
stauncher worker for the National cause. For some years he has 
been a member of the Council of the English Zionist Federation, 
and he also acted in the capacity of Chairman of the Friendly 
Societies Council set up under the wgis of the Federation. He 
played the foremost part in the propaganda which resulted in the 
afliliation of thirty Societies and Lodges to the Federation. He has 
just been elected a member of the Aliens Committee of the Deputies 
of British Jews, 

THE CHANGE IN PERSONNEL. 

Asked to give his impressions of the Jewish Friendly Societies, Mr, 
Levy said to our representative: 

‘The personnel of the Movement has undergone a great change. 
When I first entered it, foreign-born Jews predominated. and they can 
claim to be the pioneers of the Jewish Friendly Societies. But to-day you 
find a large proportion of English-born in every Lodge and Society, many 
of them taking a keen interest in the management and working amicably 
with their foreign-born brethren. I feel that, just as responsibility for 
Friendly Society progress once rested on the foreign element, so the future 
responsibility will rest entirely on English born Jews. Theleadersof the 
Movement recognise this, and are doing their best to attract the younger 
- generation. Itisa plain duty of fathers and mothers to belp us in our 
efforts. It is really astonishing how successful the Friendly Societies 
have been in modelling the characters of their members. Men whoatone 
time were unable to conduct themselves are now able to lead others. 
The movement is really a great school of experience, and the conimupity 
at large owes it a debt of gratitude for being the means of making better 
men. To-day the social side plays a great part, particularly among 
newly-established Lodges. Yet I would add a word of caution. While 
I recognise that the social side is essential and attractive for the younger 
element, | hope the main principles on which the Friendly Societies are 
based wi!l never be overlooked. Lessons of thrift, benevolence, and 
brotherhood must continue to be taught our youths; they are the principles 
which contribute to the strength of the Community.” 

Real brotherhood exists” 

Yes, brotherhood undoubtedly exists. Cases frequently happened 
when one brother bad a grievance against another, but such cases were 
usually settled amicably through the good offices of the Society. I 
remember how in cases of a member in distress his fellow members— 
particularly so in provincial towns—were, and are. always eager to help 
to put him on his feet again. Many who to-day help the member in 
distress have been similarly helped in the past. That isthe true lriendly 
Bociety spirit. l always look back with pride on my early days in the 
movement in Manchester, when I recall how poor members would offer 
their little to help those still more unfortunate.” 

Do you think the other sex are an advantage to Friendly Societies? 

“Tam a supporter of the ‘mixed’ lodge, which is the latest develop- 
ment in the movement. Some of the old male lodges are accepting 
female members, and I believe the innovation will prove popular. The 
ladies join for benefits. In course of time the female mcmbers must 
exercise a profound influence on the movement. That it will be a 
beneficial influence I haven't the feast doubt. The women members are 
not necessarily Wage-earners. Even wivesofmembers join to-day. The 
husband and wife can now go to a meeting togetiver |” 

THE ASSOCIATION OF JEWISH FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 

What are the questions before the Association, of which you are tho 
Chairman - 

‘The National Insurance Act was the strongest argument for 
bringing the Association into being. Joint action amongst the Societies

enabled valuable concessions to be gained when the Bill was being con 
sidered. The experience gained of the benefit of co-operation strengthened 
the argument in favour of a permanent organisation. We were fortunate 
in getting Sir Stuart Samuel to be the President. Let me say that he is 
by far the most popular figure of Anglo-Jewry in our movement. He has 
performed a great communal service in putting himself at the head of our 
Association and in guiding its activities. 

“The Association helped to do away to a great extent with the 
disastrous c»mpetiton that used to go on between the various Orders. 
The existence of the Association has brought about a sense of responsi 
bility. I do not pretend that there is no room for improvement in some 
instances, but the movement has undoubtedly made a great advance 
towards solvency. By lessening competition, the Orders were able to put 
their houses in order and to tackle the question of solvency. 

“The Jewish Friendly Societies’ Convalescent Home could never 
have been brought about successfully bat for the Association. In this 
case, however, there wasa different kind of competition, the healthy com 
petition to help for the common benefit of members urgently needing a 
chance to recruit their health. The most sanguine of us never dared to 
hope for the success and popularity which the Home has achieved. It is 
firmly established, and now we are looking forward to the time when wo 
will be ina position to open another Home in the Midlands or in the North 
to make it more convenient for provincials. But before that can happen 
Lodges in the Provinces which keep aloof at present—fortunately a move 
ment confined almost entirely to Manchester and Liverpool—mus8t conic 
forward and take their place to swell the ranks of the 24,000 members 
who pay their regular contributions. Members as distant as Newcastle 
and Cardiff have gone to the Birchington Home and returned greatly 
benefited by their stay. We are only too delighted whenever we can 
welcome our provincial brethren, and, as a matter of fact, we pay part of 
their fares. -As yet we make no provision for women, but that will come 
in the near future.” 

BURIAL FACILITIES. 

Has not the Association negotiated for a burial scheme for members of 
Societies 

“Yes, but only aimed at arrangements for members in London. 
There are burial societies in the larger provincial towns not attached to 
any synagogue, to which members can contribute a few pence a week. 
The London members who do not belong to Synagogues are without such 
facilities, and itis because many cases of hardship were brought to our 
notice—I mean cases of widows who could ill afford to pay a lump sum 
when the breadwinners were taken away—that we were impelled to seek 
some satisfactory solution. The provision we want to make is not onlyin 
case of the death of a member, but also in case of his wife's death, and of 


unwarried children. Any scheme which requires payment of additional! - 


contributions will need considerable propaganda. We are prepared for it, 
and as our Conferenca of delegates of the Societies has accepted the terms 
offered by the United Synagogue we must now take up the task with 
vigour. I thinkit only right toacknowledge that when Sir Stuart Samue! 

Mr. M. Gash and myself met the Hon. Officers of the United Synagcgue, 
that body showed a friendly spirit anda genuine desire to come to an 
understanding on this question.”

Are you satisfied with the part the Friendly Societies play in- 


Communal! work?” 

“Tf the Fciendly Society members at the Board of Deputies have not 
yet made their mark, it is because the main work is done at Committees 
on which they have not secured places. But | ought to add that the 
Aliens Committee now has two Friendly Society members. I think we 
are a valuable asset to the Board, because, representing as we do tens of 
thousands, we must considerabty add to the representative character o! 
the Board. It is essential for the Friendly Society Movement to mak: 
the Board as strong and as representative as possible, and | feel that 
each Committee ought to have at least one Friendly Society representa 
tive. As regards the National Movement, we have a few ‘die-bards, 
who will always say that it has nothing to do with Friendly Societies. 
Whilst they are willing to send representatives to the Deputies, who do 
not concern themselves with Friendly society affairs, and whilst they 
are also willing to propagate the League of Nations, the moment the 
National movement is raised they use the iliogical argument that the 
Triendiy Societies must not deal with outside questions.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK: 4 
Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


“And the Lord said unto Moses, hew thee tron tables of stone like unto 
the first: and I will write upon them the words that were upon the first 
tables, which thou didst.break."—Erodus rrriv., 1, 

We read these words yesterday, which appropriately recorded the 
incident of the worship of the golden calf. We can understand the 
destruction by Moses of the image whose worship had seduced Israel 
from their allegiance to God. But why—we are led to ask—does he at 
the same time break in pieces the Law of God, a work which he declares 
to be written by the finger of God? Because the destruction of the idol 
and the destruction of the tablets of the covenant had one and the same 
end in view—to teach the fundamental! doctrine of revealed religion, that 
God is a spirit, and His law altogether spiriiual. That was, in the first 
instance, his object in grinding the golden calf to powder, strewing it 
upon the water, and causing the children of Israel to drink this water. 
It was from no mere wrathful impulse that he acted in thia way. 
indignant and bitterly disappointed he naturally was, but if we are 
inclined to suppose that he destroyed Aaron's work in a fit of uncontroll 
able anger, we must read the story more closely. We shall then see that 
he was prepared for the scene which he beheld when he rejoined his 
people. Already on the Mount he had been apprised of what was taking 
place, and at once he besought God to forgive the people's sin. He was 
ready to make allowance for thei? backsliding, knowing how long years of 
slavery had brutalised the people and steeped their souls in idolatry. He 
knew it would be no easy task to change a horde of slaves, accustomed 
to no other worship than that of physical objects and graven images, into 
worshippers of an unseen Being. At a glance, on descending the 
Mount, he took in all the circumstances of the situation. The 
golden calf was, however, doomed. It was ground into dust, resolved 
into its component elements, to teach the misguided people that Adonai 
alone is God—that no image, no idol, no likeness can be made of Him 


who said: “Lam the Lord thy God, thou shalt have no other gods 
before me.” 


The Divine Nature is spiritual. The incomprehensible God cannot 
be conceived by the senses. The Israelites were brought to perceive this 
cardinal truth by seeipg the golden caif annihilated before their eyes. 
But the same doctrine of the spirituality of God's nature was taught 
them by the destruction of the two tables of the covenant. Not because 
he had lost all hopes of the future of Israel did Moses commit this act, 
but he was led to it by his very bopes of the regeneration of Israe!. By 
reducing the golden idol to dust he had shown that the gods of Egypt 
were nothing but vanity, nothing: but the handiwork of men, 
and therefore unfit for adoration. But this was only part of the 
lesson that the Israelites had to learn. Moses held in his hand two 
tables of stone, engraven by the finger of God. Now the people, 
being strongly inclined to idolatry, may have reasoned thus, when they 
saw their idol shattered to pieces: “We were indeed at fault in 
worshipping the golden calf. But now, Moses, our leader brings us an 
idol of stone to take its place. Surely these two tablets are the God of 
Israel come back to us; let us bow down and worship them.” That 
is how they may have reasoned. The people stood in . need 
of constant instruction and warning against idolatry, extending over 
years and even centuries. Even the spot in which Moses was buried had 
to be concealed from the Israelites for fear they should pay divine 
honours to his tomb. And now, at this crisis in their history, when the 
Revelation from Sinai seemed to have produced no etfect whatever on their 
intelligence, Moses realised the necessity of impressing on them a lesson 
which they were not so likely to forget. In their very presence he broke 
into fragments that work which they had a right to consider was part of 
their religion. The destruction of the golden calf was followed by the 
destruction of the tablets of stone. And this act spoke tothem as nothing 
else could have done. It said to them: “O Israel, I have destroyed your 
l’gyptian idol. But perchance, in your vain imagination, you deem the 
God of Israel to be in need of stone or gold to establish His Kingdom in 
this world. Behold the material forms of the Divine Law broken to 
fragments. These tablets of stone are not (d's law. God'a law is a 
something that has to write itself in your bearts. God is a spirit, and 
His law is spiritual. Look, then, to the heart, whereon all the Divine 
CoMmandments must be inscribed. God and God's will, His only image, 
must be sought for in the integrity and purity of a man’s soul.” 

‘And I will write upon them the words of the first table which thou 
didst break.” Commenting on this passage, the Sages of the Talmud tell 
us, “God said to Moses, thou hast done wel! by this act of destruction.” 
He is not blamed for what might seem at first sight to be an act of 
desecration. On the contrary,the spirit of God, the genius of our 
religion, extolled Moses for his courageous deed. It was his zeal for 
God's law which prompted him to destroy the visible embodiment of that 
law. Thereby he showed that our faith is a spiritual possession, not 
to be endangered, even, should every one of its physical emblems be 
removed from sight. He has thus left for our edification a truth which, 
centuries afterwards, was to be proclaimed by another prophet of Israel : 
“Behold,” says Jeremiah, “the days come, saith the Lord, that I will 
make a‘new covenant with the house of Israel, and with the house of 
Judah, Not according to the covenant that I made with their fathers in 
the day I took them by the hand to bring them out of the land of Egypt, 
which covenant they broke; but this is the covenant that I will make 
with the house of Israel: I will put My law in their inward parts, and in 


their heart will I write it, and I will be their God, and they shall be My 
people,”

Sir Herbert Samuel on the Mandate. 


SPEECH TO ADVISORY COUNCIL 


‘From our Correspondent, 


JERUSALEM. 


At a meeting of the Advisory Council in Palestine on July 7th, Sir 
Herbert Samuel! made a speech, of which the following is an extract 

The Mandate for Palestine is being discussed at a special tueeting 
of the Council of the League of Nations to-day. I have returaed to 
Palestine to find that this event is giving rise to a remarkable series 
of false rumours, which bave been spread among the people. It has 
once more been asserted that the Mosiem possession of the Musque 
Al Aqsa and the Haram esh-Sharif is threatened, and representatives 
have been sent to Mecca to defend Moslem rights. It is not necessary 
to go to so much trouble to repel! an attack which no-one has made or 
will make. The Moslem possession of the Haram esh Sharif is abso 
lutely guaranteed. not only by the declarations of the British 
Government, but by Article 13 of the Mandate itself. That Mandate, 
so far from threatening, is an additional protection, if such were 
needed. of the existing rights of each community to its Holy 
places 

[t is rumoured also that on the passage of the Mandatethe British 
flags over the Governorates will be replaced by Zionist tlags; the 
government of the country will be transferred tu ihe Zionist Organisa 
tion, and thirty thousand Jews will immediately enter the country to 
occupy it. [Lamnot so much surprised that mischief-makers should 
spread fantastic stories of this character as [I am that any sine 
human being should believethem. Yet, Iam assured that so credu! 
ous are sections of the population of this country that there are many 
individuals who really believe that events such as these will 
happen. 

The approval! of the Mandate will make no difference what: ver 
in the present administration of the country, or in the lays relating 
to immigration. It will, however, be followed by the enactment ofa 
Constitution which will provide for the establishment of a Legislative 
Assembly containing a majority of members freely elected by the 
people. The drawing up of the list of voters will begin 4s soon as 
the Constitution is promulgated, and when that is completed—it must 
necessarily take some time-—the election will take place. It is 
proposed that one-half of the elected members of the Assembly shall 
constitute a special Committee to co-operate with the Governinent in 
supervising the administration of the laws relating to immigration 

Beyond the establishment of an Assembly with an elected 
majority, and thereby the closer association of the people with the 
control of public affairs, no other appreciable change of any 
importance will follow the enactment of the Mandate, cxcept that it 
will then become possible to issue a Government loan. It is neces 
sary that in this country, as in others, a certain amount of capita! 
should be available for the purposes of development beyond the sums 
that are provided by the annual taxes. I[t is intended, therefore, to 
issue a Government loan to supply the tinancial requirements of the 
Government in respect of railway development and rolling steck, 
telephonic and other post office requiretnents, the building of roads, 
the assistance of agriculture, the draining of swamps as a preventive 
of malaria, the erection of some Government buildings, and a variety 
of other purposes. This loan is not intended to be used to repay the 
British Government for the construction of railways, the provision‘of 
the Jerusalem water supply, and other works carried out during the 
war, the repayment for which must wait until the Onancial position 
of the country is considerably improved above its present 
standard. 


Au Ordinance has been circulated which gives a general’

authorisation to the Government to contract loanbs. 
sary that this should be passed at once in order that preliminary 
arrangements shou'd be made by the Government in London for the 
issue of the loan. Before that issue takes place, a second Ordinance 
will be necessary dealing with the amount, and the terms of issue of 
the particular loan itself, and on that occasion a full statement will 
be made in this Council of the purposes for which the money so raised 
will be spent. I would add that when the loan comes to be issued 
every opportunity will be given to the inhabitants of Palestine of all 
sections and classes to invest in it, and I trust that they will not fail 
readily to respond. 


Mr. Sokolow on the Mandate. 
THE PAPER BRIDGE. 


A general meeting convened by the Luxglish Zionist Federation was. 


held at the People’s Palace, Mile End, on Tuesday. The principal 
speaker was Mr. Nahum Sokolow Dr. Samuel Daiches presided 

The CHAIRMAN said that they were assembled just before the fast of 
the Ninth of Ab. 1,355 years ago at this time the Roman soidiers were 
putting the finishing touches to their work of destruction in Jerusalem, 
Twenty-four hours later the Temple of Isracl was in ashes, the People 
of Israel lost, as the Romans thought, their nationality, and the 
Jews were scattered all over the world. For 1,350 years they had 
been remeyibering Jerusalem, remembering Palestine, the Temple, 
their Natiolpood. every day and several times a day. “ne great day 
had been set aside as a day of mourning--the Ninth of Ab; and those 
who came from Russia and Poland would know how real Tisha b Ab was. 
For the first time after 1,350 yearsthey would be celebrating a Tisha b' Ab 
on which the prophecies of Zechariah had come true, when the Fast 
Day had been turned to a day of rejoicing and gladness. (Cheers). At 
last they stood at the Gates of Jerusalem, their hope was being fulfilled. 
The Mandate for Palestine incorporating the Balfour Declaration had 
been ratified. (Cheers.) They had assembled to extend a welcome to 
Mr. Sokolow. who had been largely instrumental! in bringing about the 
Balfour Declaration and the Mandate. Now that the Nations had done 
their part, it was for the Jewish people to do theirs. The Zionist Organi. 
sation was recognised as the Jewish Agency, and there was no excuse 
for any Jew to stand aloof. He referred to the propaganda fund which 
had been instituted by the English Zionist Federation, and said that the 
Federation had a great part to play as the representative of the Zionist 
movement in the Mandated country. : 

Mr. Morris MY&R made an appeal on behalf of the Propaganda 
Fund. He said that the Jews of Poland had undertaken to raise the sum 
of £10,000 as an expression of their rejoicing at the ratilication of the 
Mandate. This represented three hundred million marks. If the Jews 
of London were to raise three hundred million farthings it would represent 
over a quarter ofa million pounds. They did not expect any such sum, 
pat the Jews of Whitechapel! must set an example.

Some Impressions. 


By SAMUEL LANDMAN. 

There are moments iu one’s life which areintense, and scenes which 
Jjeave a permanent memory. Such a scene and such a moment were pro- 
vided by the Meeting of the Council of the Leag ze of Nations on Monday, 
July 24th, 1922, when the Mandate for Palestine was ratified. The ratifica- 
tion was in itself a mere formality. A little stout red-faced gentleman got 
up and read out in I'rench one sentence stating that the Council confirmed 
the Articles of the Mandates for Palestine and Syria. The Secretary 
General. Sir Eric Drummond, repeated the wordsin English. That wasall. 
There was noapplanse. That is against the rules. And yet this formal act 
was full of precious significance to ail the Zionists present that day in the 
Palace of St. James. And not only to them, but to every Zionistin every 
remote country and tiny village, nay more, to every Jew who cared about 
his people. I was reminded of the Talmudic legend that every Jew born 
or unborn was present at Mount Sinai when the Torah was given to 
Isracl. In the same symbolic sense all Jewry was present at St. James's 
Palace on that day, and the souls of generations of Jews unborn hovered 
round us and lent the proceedings soiemnity and holiness. 

My predominant feeling was one of great happiness. There passed 
through my mind visions of the Jews of Eastern Europe, as I had seen 
them recently, discussing with eagerness and fire the fate of Palestine 
and the progress of Zionism. To-night or to-morrow the glad tidings 
would reach them in the cife or club-room or synagogue, and their hearts 
would be warmed. Each one would feel the thrill. Each would feel, 
not altogether unjustly, that this crowning achievement was in some sort 
a reward of his or her efforts. The sleepless nights, the voluntary 
sacrifices, the articles written, the speeches held, the objections countered, 
all. all were now rewarded. Many rivers make the sea, and without the 
tiny rivulets of Zionist feeling and activity, the broad stream wou'd never 
have been formed, nor the strong current of Jewish will which convioced 
the nations and wring from them their consent to the great experiment. 

Then came temories of the eight years’ struggle which had preceded 
this great victory. There passed before me memories of the first few 
meetings in London soon after the outbreak of war, when a handful of 
Zionists set themselves the task of saving something for the Jewish people 
from the wreck of war. 1 lived again through the gradual growth of onr 
influence and the rallying round us of comrades in Kussia and America 
and other lands, I saw again Sokolow’s tiny hotel bedroom where we 
used to sit drafting memoranda till long after midnight in 1915 and 1°16, 
I saw before me asin November, 1917, Dr. Weizmann staggering intoa 
tiny office at Piccadilly, pale as death but triumphant, carrying with him 
the text of the Balfour Dec’aration approved by the Cabinet. That was 
the foundation stone of ail onr progress, and that remains even to-day 
our shield and buckler »ca:nst allenemies, Then came in rapid succes- 
sion visions of the first “4 iist Commission setting out in March, 1918, to 
cross the mine-strewn Mediterranean in order tobring the glad message 
to our brethrenin l-retz Yisrael, the departure of our leaders to the Peace 
Conference in 11, the hectic preparation of the Zionist case and its 
historic hearing in February, 1919, with the dramatic episode of Sylvain 
Levi s opposition ; then theorganisation of a world- wideagitation before San 
Remo in April, 1920, when the wires were blocked by Zionist telegrams, 
the intense joy of that decision and its promulgation on a memorable 
Sunday morning in the streets of London on large posters: “ Palestine for 
the Jews.” Then came sadder recollections of the riots of 1920 and 1921, 
andof those who, daring these riots or otherwise, had died for the triuinph 
of our cause. Il felt again the impress of the unquenchable optimism of 
Weizmann, the imperturbable calm and encyclopw lic wisdom of Sokolow, 
and the absolute devotion of hundreds of their foremost helpers, and, 
forming a strong background, the vast unplumbed masses of Jews in all

MR. SOKOLOW’S ADDRESS, 

Mr, 50KOLOW, Who was recived with loud cheers, expressed his thanks 
for the heartiness of the reception accorded to him. He said that he 
brought them greetings from their brethren in America. The United 
States was not only a great Jand, if was a great Jewish land: and Jewish 
America had proved that it was true to the Zionist ideal. He vave 
a picturesque account of the growth of the Jewish Settlement in the 
United States, and emphasised the fact that every Jewish community was 
equipped with all the time-honoured Jewish institutions, Even in 
modern towns like Seattle there was a Chevra Shass, and the young 
generation was learning to speak Hebrew everywhere. Upon «+h 
foundations it was possible to build a Jewish national life. He 
proceeded to recount the story of Menassah ben Israel, 
who was first inspired with the idea of securing the 
return of the Jews to England by the stories of a Jewish 


' traveller returned from South America, and he thought that 


once the dispersion of the Jews to every country in the world 
was complete, the restoration of the Jews tdé™Erctz Yisrael would 
become possible, in accordance with ancient prophecy. Menassah ben 
Israci's dream was being realised. The recognition of the Jewish 
National Home was one of the greatest facts, as it was one of theg reatest 
miracles, in Jewish history. While America stood aloof from the League 
of Nations and refused to take any part in the many problems with 
which the League dealt, it had approved of the ratification of the Palestine 
Mandate. That again was a miracle. Only those behind the scenes 
could realise the extent of the opposition with which they had had to con- 
tend, but it was really due totheir enemies that they had triumphed. The 
issue had been crystallised into one of life or death to the Jewish people, 
and they had chosen life! The Mandate must be regarded on broad 
lines; niggling criticisms were out of place. There were some people 
who tried to examine stars through a microscope. When Moses 
Maimonides wrote his great work known as Yad Hachazakah. he 
had many critics who failed to recognise the greatness of the work 
and devoted their attention to trivial points. One of his defenders 
likened this proceeding to a city which required a bridge to be built 
across a broad and swiftly-flowing river, the bed of which afforded no safe 
foundations. Engineers came and shook their headsand declared the task 
unpossible, At last a poor and unknown builder arrived and offered to 
attempt the task. He built the bridge, and then those who had previously 
pronounced the work impossible, came and criticised the bridge. They 
would have altered a rivet here ora rivet there. But the people of the 
town replied, ‘' But we have our bridge.” “We, too,” exclaimed Mr. 
sokolow, “have our bridge. Itis a paper bridge, but across that paper 
bridge we shall march to our own land!” (Loud cheers. }

lands, whose belief and faith were, in the last resort, the justification for 
all our efforts. 

While the speeches were being delivered, I recollected many historic 
scenes which I was fortunate enough to witness, Jabotinsky’s prison cell 
at Acre, the wonderful reception of Sir Herbert Samuel, clothed in white 
samite, landing from the battleship at Jaffa, the Jewish regiment at 
Jericho listening to my speech ia pitch darkness, and the faces of a 
group of starving and breathless Haluzim arriving at Kishinifi after 
crossing the Daiester. As I passed in review these memories of 
pleasant or painful interest, suddenly a word in one of the speeches 
awoke a doubt in my mind. Mr. Viviani was explaining that the 
Palestine Mandate would not be operative immediately, but must wait 
until France and Italy were agreed on the Syrian Mandate. ‘‘ Once 
more we are foiled at the last moment’’ is the fear that wells up 
in our consciousness. But immediately it is allayed, Lord Balfour says 
definitely that the Mandate need not come before the League again. Tho 
League is quite satisfied. We breathe a sigh of relief. Balfour bas 
spoken—Balfour, whose name stands high among the statesmen of the 
world for broad vision and sincerity of purpose. 

The veteran appears to be looking directly at me as he speaks. One 
can feel his earnest belief in the greatness of the Zionist ideal, and in its 
desire to accomplish itself without hurt toany other nation. We are 
all filled with gratitude to our faithful friend. We are even glad that 
that there have been difficulties, because they have provided Balfour with 
the opportunity of making his noble utterances in regard to the Jewish 
problem. Every Jew present feels a queer longing to show in some way 
our feelings towards him. But whatisto be done? Applause is against 
the rules. Providence is kind, and prompts the Marquis Imperiali to 
refer to Balfour's seventy-fourth birthday the following day. Hereisa 
Heaven-sent opportunity, and loud applause greets the happy thought, 
breaking out again when Balfour, deeply moved by this spontaneous 
outburst, which, as he points out, is “highly irregular,” replies in a few 
words of perfect taste. 

| revert once more to the world of memories and reflection. I see 
myself as an eager youth listening for the first time to the message 
of Zioa at a public meeting in 1897 or 1898, the intense conviction of the 
speakers and noble idealism of the movement seizing the hearts of 
all but the most disillusioned. Now, twenty-five years later, Ii 
am fortunate indeed to see Dr. Herz\’s programme so much necrer 
to rtalisation. “Public Law” has to-day declared its agreement with the 
Jewish “ National Home.” The various definitions, the doubts, and the 
questionings about the © National Home” all seem unimportant on this 
occasion. The idea of betrayals, renunciations, political tricks, appears 
somehow out of place. All one can sec is that “the nations of the earth” 
have seen the justice of ourcause. That satisfies something fundamental 
in us, as though it were the fulfilment of our destiny, the fulfilment of a 
prophecy. 

The ways of Providence are inscrutable. Was it inevitable, | asked 
myself, that the world should be utterly ruined, and millions of hearts 


broken in order that the Jews should come nearer to their ancient home’ 


Was there no easier way? Does the road to freedom lead over such 
dangerous and deadly rocks’ And what hidden meritis ours that we 
have survived to see this great dxy and observe the miracle in progress? 

And now what of the future? Those who are with us will be 
heartened, but what of our enemies within and without? Those who 
have eyes to see and ears to hear can behold the giant Israe!, captive and 
asleep for twenty centuries, beginning to awake, they can hear the 
stretching and straining of the muscles as he begins to quiver and move 
with returning consciousness. The Jewish heart is beginning to beat and 
the blood is again circulating in every distant limb which has lain numb 
for s> long. It is a painful and a slow process, this revival of life and 
bursting of ancient fetters, but it is in progress and nothing can now stop 
it. The enemies within will gradually cease to oppose, and join our ranks. 
The enemies without will learn their lesson sooner or later. As for us, 
we must see to the heart, strengthen it in every way. ‘The heart is 
greater than them all” says Pirké Aboth. The heart of Israel is young 
and our future is assured. 

Image after image comes to me. LEverything seems symbolic this 
day. But now my dreams come to a sudden stop. The chairman 
announces that the meeting is ended. —T!'wo minutes later we are all 
shaking hands with each other as at a Simcha. Mazel Tod, Mazczel Tod. 

And we return to our routine, each to his daily task, the same persons 
as we arrived: yet not the same. A new spirit, a Neshama Yelera has 
come upon us.

SOME “MORNING POST" MIS. STATEMENTS. 


‘ The following letter from Dr. Eder appeared in Wednesday's Morning 

5in,—In “Palestine Revisited—l\V.,” published in your issue of 
July 6th, your Special Correspondent states that one private concern 
was compelled to dismiss all its Jewish clerks, typists, Ac., because 
it was found that copies of files, transactions, and so on, were being 
forwarded by them to the Zionist Commission; and that these people 
were receiving pay from the Zionist Commission. This statement is 
absolutely untrue. Neither the Zionist Commission nor its successor, 
the Palestine Zionist Executive, has ever given any pay to clerks in 
private concerns, nor has it ever received any information from any 
private concerns. I challenge your correspondent to give the name 
of any such private company or concern. 

Your correspondent further states that ina public office a false 
report was inserted in confidentia! files, and that within twenty-four 
bours a wire was received at Government House from the Zionist 
i xecutive in London inguiring about this report. I again assert that 
this statement is absolutely without any foundation whatsoever. 
Neither the Zionist Executive in London nor in Palestine has ever 
received confidential statements through any other than the official 
sources.

soon as possible, convene a Jewish World Congress In Palestine to deal 
with the problem of building the Jewish National Home, 


“Progress in Palestine.” 
> 
ARTICLE BY JUDGE ROSENBLATT. 


Under the above heading, Judges Bernard Rosenblatt has forwarded 
to the Keren Hayesod a statement dealing with present-day activities in 
the Land of Israe). 

He deals at considerable length with the work of the Haluzim, who, 
he says, look forward to the problems of their new life with cheerful 
resignation, and therefore experience a kind of bewildered gratitude when 
they find themselves received by helpful and friendly hands. 

Large numbers of them arrive penniless. The Keren Hayesod pays the 
per capita tax, amounting to one pound, wWiic h every arrival has to pay. Large 
pumbers of them have no friends or relatives to receive and shelter them. The 
Keren Havesod! provides them witb shelter, with food, and medical and sanitary 
service. The Keren Hayesod, through the Zionist Executive, scours the land to 
find empioyment for them Withthe help of thie agency they organise into 
groups, they are provided with tools, and they are transported to their places of 
employment. 


Judge Rosenblatt refere to the “new type of peasant” which is 
colonising the Land of Israel, and recalls a visit paid to a colony in 
Mahlul, a few miles from Nazareth. 

As we entered the camp a discussion began between the workers and my 
travelling companion—probably the greatest living Hebrew philosopher and 
ezsayist—as to the indentification of this particular place with Biblical! traditions. 
The workmen insisted that the land on which they were working was comprised 
within the territory allotted to the tribe of Zebulun, and not, as some of us con- 
tended, within the tribe of Naphtali. TDinaliy, to clinch the argument, one 
workman produced the Bible and clearly preved by a description of the boundaries 
that the land which they tilled was part of the so: of that tribe of Israe| known as 
Zebulun. This incident recalied to my mind the statement of a high British 
official who was perplexed by the character of the Jewish immigration. He 
said to me: ‘'] cap understand peasaytes ; 1 have seen them in Egypt and in my 
own country—men who til! the soil and whose horizon is narrow. But the 
Jewish peasant who comes to Palestine from Europe, speaking four languages 
or more, who reads Tolst@pand talks philosophy, such a peasant 1 do not 
understand.” 


He goes on to deal with the problem of the Hebrew Schoo) System. 
This system: comprises about 140 schools, employing over 500 teachers, 
and educating about 1°,000 children, or more than 80 per cent. of the 
Jewisb children of school age in the Land of Israel. In ail of these 
schools the language of instruction is Hebrew. The entire. system is 
minaintained by the Keren Hayesod. Judge Rosenblatt continues: 

] can say without hesitation that there is nowhere in the world a body of 
mep and women more high-minded and seifl-sacrificing than the teachers of 
Palestine. They know how difficalt it is for the Keren Havesod to meet the 
large schoo! budget, and the only time you wil! hear them complain 1s when 
their sma!) salaries have remained unpaid for such a long time that they and 
their families beyin to tind thermselves without bread. 1] understand that this is 
the situation at the present mement, and 1 think that the Jews of America who, 
80 to speak, have the fate of this schoo! system 'n their hands, or rather in their 
pockets, should understand ite significance for Palestine. 1]-beheve one of the 
prondest thinge American Jews ‘are doing for Paiestine is maintaining the 
Hebrew School System through the Keren Havesod. 


The Herzl Forest. 
NEW METHODS OF AFFORESTATION., 

The Colonisation Department of the Zionist Executive in Palestine 
has recently published a brechure in Hebrew, dealing with this under- 
taking. 

In the introduction stress is laid upon the fact that the afforestation 
of Palestine is one of the most important tasks of Jewish colonisation. It 
is also admitted that before the war the plantations were not successful, 
because the methods adopted were the wrong ones. The original and 
main fault was to afforest only by means of fruit trees, and to give the 
olive the preference. Financia! reasons led tc -this choice being made, 
the Arabs being able to procure very considerable sums from the fruit of 
this tree. But the Arab plants. in general. only a few olive trees 
here and there in his fields and looks after them in his spare time. 
Consequently he can wait patient!y for many years till the tree bears 
fruit. Op the other hand, planted in masses, the olive trees require 
regular attention and the investing of a considerable Capita! for wages, 
implements, etc., which can be amortised only very slowly. In addition, 
fruit trees need good soil, while for the afforestation of timber trees, 
sandy or stony soil, which can be bought cheaply, suffices. 

Instead of fruit trees, eucalyptus. casuarine. and cypress are now 
planted. These trees need little attention and expenditure, and the 
timber is excellent for building purposes. It bas been suggested that 
the fruit trees. which require individual] treatment. should gradually be 
left to the care of neighbouring settlers. For afforestation with timber 
trees, unproductive stretches of Jand. such as sand dunes swamps and 
stony ground are used. These lands are not only very cheap, but are 
improved by afforestation and made the most of in every way. Only in 
this manner is aflorestation on a large scale possible, 


Estimating Tithes. 
NEW METHOD ADOPTED. 


A new wethod of estimating and collecting tithes has been adopted 
by the Government cf Palestine on the recommendation of a Commission 
of Inquiry recently appointed by the High Commissioner; and the results 
80 far obtained have given the highest satisfaction. The main feature of 
the new method is that the farmer is now associated directly with the 
Government in determining the value of the tithes. two of the four 
estimators in each circle being appointed by representatives of the 
villages concerned. Besides, committees are being constituted in each 
district to watch over the interests of the tithe-paying population, 
These committees include representatives of loca) agricultural organisa- 
tions and prominent agriculturists, nominated by the Governor, and 


will act in a general advisory capacity to the Governor on all tithe 
questions.— |COMMUNICATED, } 


Archeological Research. 


DISCOVERIES IN THE LAND OF ISRAEL. 


The Colonial Office states that forty historical sites, of which 
seventeen were previously unrecorded, have now been examined in the 
valley of the Jordan, near Beisan. The site of the Biblical Ibleam 
(Bileam), on the Canaanitish frontier, has also been determined ; and the 
Roman cities at Amman, Jerash,and Umm Keis, east of the Jordan, nave 
been inspected. These citics are believed to be among the finest monu- 
ments of antiquity in either area, with which Samaria alone is com- 
parable. Jerash (ancient Gerasa) is unique in respect of both the extent 
and the beauty of its classical remains. 


Manifesto to Zionists.

Misunderstandings in Palestine. 
RACIAL DIFFERENCES. 


Mrs. M. D. Eder was the speaker at the reception given by the West 
London Zionist Association at their rooms, 9, Langford Piace. She 
spoke on the rejations between the different racesin Palestine. She said 
it was difficult for the Jews and the Eoglish cfficia's to understand each 
other. The English civil servant was used to dealing with natives; he was. 
very successfu! in dealing with them, experience was beginning to show 
that in India he was less successful in dealing with races with 
a material civilisation approaching to, and a spiritual capacity excelling, 
what be himself possessed. The lnglish expected an educated man to 
be restrained, to obey the laws of “ good form”; he found it impossible 
to understand the Jews. A great reason why Jews were not liked was 
simply because they were insistent, they were aggressively egoistic. 
Mrs. Eder thought that Jews born and educated in England could, if they 
wished, do good service in interpreting English, Arab, and fellow-Jew to 
One another.

Sir,—I shall be obliged if you will permit me, asa Dutch Zionist, to 
express my views concerning the present position of the czionist 
Organisation, and to state briefly what, in my opinion, is necessary 
to lead the Jewish people out of the impasse into which leaders, 
not sufficiently alive to political conditions, have brought it. In your 
brilliant leading articles you have very clearly exposed the situation, viewed 
from the universal Jewish standpoint. Shortly stated it is this: the 
opportunity has been given to the Jewish people, for the behoof of 
England, and for the benefit of the Arabs, to rebuild Palestine, the con- 
cession being granted to them that they shall form therea free community, 
Regarded from the Zionist standpoint, this betokens that Herzl's 
programme has not been carried into eflect. Political Zionism will thus 
have tc begin its work over again, bat with this difference, that 
it has suffered such an overwhelming defeat, that only the most profound 
consciousness of the ne@i for the national re-birth of the Jewish people 
will give to those who have to undertake it, the necessary strength to 
carry on the fight. The weak measures taken openly and in“ confidential 
communications’ by the Zionist leaders to cover their defeat, 
will not convince many tbat, on the present basis, the regeneration cf 
Palestine can be achieved. 

The policy of securing the confirmation of the Mandate at any price 
by means of concessions, must compel us Zionists to consider whether, in 
the circumstances, we ought further togive our stren¢eth tothe work and con- 
tinue to collect money forit. The prevent leaders have gone £0 far beyond 
the powers conferred upon them by the Organisation, that we must not be 
content to abide by their decisions. An authoritative expression of opinion 
from a Zionist Congress is absolutely necessary. It is possible that the 
Zionist leaders believe that once the Mandate is approved it will only be 
needful to exercise sufficient political ability in order to ensure that 
the Zionists’ will shall prevail. and that we shall attain that which, by 
honourable means, has not been possible hitherto. But it is just the 
moment for the Jewish people clearly to speak out, and to state whether 
in these circumstances it desires the creation of a Jewish Agency for the 
benefit of an English-Arab Palestine. This is the moment when the 
Jewish people itself, and not temporary dictators, must determine the 
lines on which Jewish politics shali be carried on. Weizmann, Sokolow, 
and their colleagues have had opportunities lopg enough to work on their 
own lines without putting themselves into touch with the nation. The 
time has come when judgment must be pronounced upon them. Asa 
citizen of a democratic, but yet Parliamentary, country, I have learned 
that a ministry cannot carry on unless it is supported by the wili of the 
people. The Jewish attempt to govern by extra Parliamentary methods 
has been a failure. Therefore the moment has arrived when the despised 
Jewish Parliament, viz., the Zionist Congress, must reassume its rights. 
The leaders must answer to this tribunal for what they have failed to 
accomplish, and others must be designated who will, better than they did, 
in close and regular contact with Zionists and non-Zionists, direct the 
Jewish aims into new paths. 

We may feel sympathy for Dr. Weizmann, whose life-work has been 
destroyed, butthissympathy must not inducein usa weakening of our judg- 
ment of his political position. It has been represented to us Zionists that 
Dr. Weizmann’s continuance in office is necessary in order that the nego- 
tiations with the British Government may be concluded in a manner that 
will satisfy our desires. The result that he bas achieved belies the need 
for his retention, and indicates that others must take over bis ‘task. If 
Zionism does not wish to be destroyed, itis imperative that as speedily 
as possible a Zionist Congress shal! be summoned which will unequivocally 
express the Jewish viewpoint of the Mandate, insofar as it has been 
whittled down by the Churchill statement, and to indicate that Jewish 
Nationalism strives for a Palestine a¥ Jewish as Holland is Dutch, as 
France is French, and America is American.

The E.Z.F. and the Rutenberg Scheme.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sirn,.—I would like, through the medium of your columns, to register 
my protest as a delegate to the English Zionist Federation Conference, 
against the way in which the Conference was gagged in regard to support 
of the RutenbergScheme. As Mr. Rutenberg himself told the Confergnce, 


he had gone almost through Hell for his Scheme and it was we, English 
Zionists, who should have thoroughly appreciated that fact. The main 
opposition to the Scheme was continuously forthcoming from England, and 
the English Zionists did very little or nothing to counter the opposition, 
The Conferencewasthe opportunity for English Zionists to give a practical 
demonstration of their support of the Scheme. It was when the very 
hearts of the delegates were throbbing with enthusiasm at the ratilication 
of the Mandate and thé realisation of their age-long hopes ard prayers, 
that Mr. Rutenberg could have received a little of that support which his 
great Scheme undoubtedly deserves. At every conference and meeting 
that Mr. Katenberg attended in America, he at least had the satifaction of 
making direct appeals to the pubiic, and the results in America 
should bave been a lesson to the Councilof the English Zionist Federation. 
It was all very well for the English Zionist Federation to pass, 
recommend, and refer back resolution upon resolution as the solution, 
of each and every problem, but that will certainly not do for the Jewish 
Agency. It wasthe duty of the Chairman of the Conference to recommend 
the suspension of Standing Orders for the purpose of giving a lead to 
English Jewry’s support of the Rutenberg Scheme. A discussion was 
not in my mind when I was gagged by the Chair on rising to move the 
Suspension. We had discussed enough at the Conference. The Rutenberg 
Scheme was effectively (°) dealt with by a recommendation to another 
conference. At that conference Mr. Rutenberg will not be present, and 
the joyous enthusiasm which reigned at Monday evening's session of the 
English Zionist federation Conference will have abated to a great extent. 

ltis the devout prayer of everyone of us, who, like myself, has now 
made Palestine his home, that the leaders of English Zionistn wil! yet 
find some means of reaching, in good time, the pockets of English Jewry 
in support of the Rutenberg Scheme. The Rutenberg Scheme, we must 


ail realise, will do more for the establishment of the “ National Home ”. 


than all individual Zionist efforts, or even the Keren Hayesod. One fact, 
at least, should be always borne in mind, and that is schemes, such as 
the Khutenberg Scheme, are our only means of overcoming the immigration 
restrictions. This was pointed out by Dr. Weizmann at the last sitting 
ofthe Conference, and that is realised by the whole of the pioneer 
movement in the rishub.

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About Books. 


Notes and News, 


(1) “Tae First TWELVE CHAPTERS OF THE BOOK OF ISAIAM,” by Mr. 
Tl. W. Sheppard (Bowes and Bowes, Cambridge), is a new translation 
from the Hebrew, and forms part of a larger work which will appear in 
due course. It was published for use in connection with lectures given 
by the translator in Cambridge, during the Easter Term, 1922. Pending 
the appearance of his contemplated book, Mr. Sheppard may perhaps 
give consideration to the following variant renderings of passages where 
his own translation does not so faithfully reproduce the Hebrew original. 
(a) i., 13. Instead of “offerings of evil,” translate “an oblation of 
vanity”; for “savour of abomination are they to me,” read, “it is incense 
of abomination to me.” (0) iii.,15. For “the Lord Jehovah Sabaoth,” 
read “the Lord God of Hosts.” (c) vii., 14. Instead of “behold, a 
woman conceiveth and shall bear a son,” render, “behold, the young 
woman is with child, and beareth a son.” (d) vii., 20. For“in the parts 
beyond the river,” translate, “in the parts by the river.” (¢) ix., 1 
(Hebrew vili., 23), Mr. Sheppard translates, “ Yet now is there no gloom 
to her that had agony. At the first he brought into dishonour the land 
of Zebulun and the land of Napbtali, but afterwards hath he made 
them glorious, by the way of the sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of the 
nations.” Variant rendering, “ For there is no weariness to him that is 
set against her. In the former time he lightly afflicted the land of 
Zebuluan and the land of Naphtali, but in the last time he did more 
grievously afflict her, by the way of the sea, by the side of Jordan, the 
district of nations.” (/) ix., 5, Mr. Sheppard renders, “For a child is 
born to us, @ Son is given to us; and the dominion is upon his shouider, 
and his name is called Wonderful Counsellor, Omnipotent Leader, 
Father of Spoils, Captain of Peace.” Translate instead, “For a child is 
born unto us, a son is given unto us, and the government is upon his 
shoulder; and his name has been called Pele-joez, El-Gibbor, Abi-Ad, 
Sar-Shalom ( Marvellous Counsellor, Mighty Hero, Father of Booty, 
Prince of Peace). (g) ix., 6, Mr. Sheppard translates, “Great is the 
dominion and of peace there is no end upon the throne of David and upon 
his kingdom, to establish it and to maintain it in justice and in righteous. 
ness from henceforth even for ever: the zeal of Jehovah Sabaoth shall 
perform this.” Render instead, “lor the increase of his government 
and for peace without end upon the throne of David, and upon his 
kingdom to establish it, and to uphold it with judgment and with 
righteousness. The zeal of the Lord of Hosts shal! perform this from 
henceforth even for ever.” (hk) x., 4, Mr. Sheppard renders, “ Nay, but 
they have bowed down among the prisoners; yea, among the siain they 
are falling.” Translate instead, “xcept they have bowed down among 
the prisoners, they shall fall among the slain.” 
lhese variant renderings are based on the ‘ Appendix to the Revised 
Version,” issued by the Jewish Religious Education Board in 1396. They 
are here brought to light once more, not only in criticism of Mr. Sheppard’ 4 
version, but also because, although they more closely reflect the Hebrew 
original, they do not appear to have been adopted in the American 
translation of the Holy Scriptures. 
+) The Quarterly Statement of the “ PALESTINE EXPLORATION FUND,” 
for April, contains an article on “David's War against the Philistines,” by 
the Kev. M. H. Segal. Mr. Segal points out that the events of the great 
war which David waged against the Philistines in the early years of his 
reign are recorded in a number of fragmentary notices in various parts of 
the Second Book of Samuel. The passages are as follows: 2 Samuel v, 
17-21; v, 22-25; will, 2; xxl, 15-17; 18; 19; 20-21; xxiii, 9-10; 11-12; 
{S-l7. At first sight these passages seem to be disconnected, and to dea! 
with isolated events. But a closer examination of their contents and 
their topography reveals the fact that the passages can be arranged in 
three groups, dealing with three distinct sets of events. This leads to 
the conclusion that the Philistine War had three stages: (1) The first 
invasion of Judah by the Philistines, resulting in their defeat at Baal 
Perazim. (2) The second invasion of Judah by the Philistines, resulting 
in their defeat at Gob. (3) Finally, David's invasion of Philistia, which 
concluded with the battle of Gath, and the permanent subjugation of the 
Philistines to Judah. 
‘3) “ Tite STORY OF JoB,” by the Rev. Minos Devine (Macmillan), is not 
a& commentary, but a sympathetic study of the Book of Job in the light of 
history and literature. A fine degree of feeling is required to judge the 
value of any book which is not only a contribution to literature, but a 
human document, and no part of the Bible needs more sympathetic read- 
ing than the Book of Job. The problem of pain has survived all attempts 
to solve it. In the Book of Job the mystery of Pain is a philosophy cast 
into readable form in order to make a universal appeal. The author has 
no thought of literary renown, and is content to be anonymous. He is 
not concerned with any theory to which an epic poem, a drama, a tragedy, 
or comedy should conform ; and it is nothing to him that he reveals the 
artistic effect of his work and discloses beforehand the real cause of Job's 
affliction. His one idea is to inspire his fellow-men with hope and courage 
to bear the mystery of life by watching the varying moods of a great soul 
Struggling with a tragic situation and rising above it; and to do this he 
devotes all the resources of a richly cultivated mind, producing a work 
Which has been called “the climax and crown of Hebrew wisdom in 
literature.” But the interest remains, perhaps, more human 
than literary. The style of the writer cannot conceal the human 
note which expresses one of the intensest utterances wrung from 
the heart of man. It was in this way that an unknown writer, living in 
& period of history which taxed all the resources of faith in the reflective 
Hebrew, wrote the story of Job to comfort his fellow-men and justify the 
ways of God to man. The man who speaks to us through this book is 
very human. The land of Uz has no national boundaries. {tis wherever 
in the wide world man struggles to reconcile faith in Gad with the 


anomalies of life. The book breathes brotherly love to all mankind: 
What powers of satire the author possesses are seen in the pungent scorm 
poured on human sophistry and the revelation of Divine irony in the 
answer outof the storm, buf satire never becomes cynicism. The Book 
of Job is the noblest product of Hebrew wisdom, long exercised on the 
problems of life, and reaching maturity of judgment in faith. From the 
Jewish point of view, the chapter on “The Christian Answer to the Book 
of Job,” is disputable and uunecessary. But, on the whole, Mr. Devine 
has produced a work which, for charm of style and serenity of thought, is 
& worthy successor of his previous achievement, ‘ Ecclesiastes; or, the 
Confessions of an Adventurous Soul.” 


(4) "A Jewish Virw or Jesus,” by Rabbi H. G. Enelow 


(Macmillan), endeavours to offer a new approach to a discussion of the 


life of Jesus. Mr. Enelow confesses that a study of the relation of Jesus 
to the Jews, from the Jewish point of view, is still a somewhat hazardous 
undertaking. exciting suspicion or fear of one kind or another. Orthodox 
Christians will suspect an element of irreverence in a Jew’'s treatment of 
Jesus. Orthodox Jews, on the other hand, may object altogether to stich a 
discussion, as giving undue attention to a forbidden subject. Considera- 
tion of Jesus on the part of a Jew is regarded by many as a sign of weak- 
ness, if not disloyalty, as a leaning in the wrong direction, particularly if 
showing symptoms of partial appreciation of Jesus. When we think of 
what doctrines were founded on the life and the words of Jesus, and to 
what treatment of the Jews the religion named after him has lent itself, 
we can readily understand the reluctance and ‘difficulty of a sympathetic 
attitude to any attempt to formulate a Jewish view of Jesus. In many 
ways Mr. Enelow has performed his task with delicacy and understand. 
ing. He writes from the Liberal Jewish standpoint, and, therefore, 
sometimes ‘appears to concede too much. [But taking his work in its 
totality, there is much in Mr. Enelow’s method and manner which will 
win admiration even from those who in parts may be strongly inclined to 
dissent from his outlook and his conclusions. 


(5) The March number of “THE Socratist Review ” includes a con- 


tribution from the pen of Mr.S. Kaplansky. The writer points out thatthe 
fact that reactionary tendencies exist has generated the belief on the part 
ofthe Arab dominating c'ass that it is possible by agitation, by the incite- 


ment of the Arab masses to pogrom, to influence British policy to recall its 
undertakings in regard to the Jewish settlement. But things have gone 


further. The Aral) pressin l’alestine, and certain evenits which have come 
into the light of publicity, betray tha§ there is an organised conyfc'ion 
between the Palestinian notables and/certain reactionary and opis 
circies in Britain, who encourage the Arabstoresistauce. I[fthe#® circles 
are counting onintimidating the Jews, they are completely mistaken. [tis 


only necessary to observe the Jewish workers in Palestine, to watch them 
at their work, to see them on their journey with all its travail from I astern 
Europe to the ports of Jaffa or Haifa, in order to realise what irresistible 
power, what inexhaustible courage and energy there is in their determin. 
ation to create new forms of life in Palestine. 

(Ss) Attention has already been drawn to the foundation of the 
“SocIETAS SPINOZANA,” with the object of furthering the study of the 
philosophy of Spinoza. To this end the Society propose sto hold conferences 
at fixed intervals, and to publish an annual volume of original studies. The 
first volume contains a number of studies which should interest Jewish 
readers. Among the contributions in English are “ David Nieto and the 
Orthodoxy of Spinozism,” by Dr. Leon Roth, and a review by Dr. A. Wolf, 
of Professor S. Alexander's “Spinoza and Time.” It is an interesting 
fact that probably the only international philosophical society should be 
centred round the name of Spinoza. The annual subscription is ten 
shillings, and may be paid through Dr. Leon Koth, lxeter College, 
Oxford, who is acting as secretary for this country, and from whom 
further particulars may be obtained. 

(7) “Economica” (T. Fisher Unwin) is issued terminaliy by the 
London Schoo! of Economies and Political Science, under the control of 
an Editorial Board. It is intended primarily to afford a means to the 
public of becoming acquainted with the results of investigations or other 
work by the staff and students (past or present) of the School, but con- 
tributions of a similar kind from other sources also appear from time to 
time. The June number of “ Economica” contains an article by Mr. A. 
Weiner, M.A., on “ Early Commercial! Intercourse between England and 
Germany.” The contribution is provided with notes and referenc(s

Objectors for Conscience. 

“CONSCRIPTION AND CONSCIENCE,” by Principal John W. Graham, 
M.A. (George Allen and Unwin, 12s. 6d.), is the history of the resistance 
of the conscientious objectors to conscription in Great Britain during the 
war. The author writes with authority and full knowledge of the movement, 
being a prominent member of the Society of Friends, and having acted as 
Quaker Chaplain to many of those who suffered for conscience’s sake. 
When the Military Service Act was introduced into Parliament in 1916, Sir 
Herbert (then Mr.) Samuel, the Home Secretary, ina noteworthy speech, 
said: “Is it really contemplated that now, when for the first time you 
aro making military service compulsory in this country, it should be 
accompanied by the arrest and imprisonment of a certain number of men 
who unquestionably, by common consent, are men of the highest 
character, and,in ‘other matters, good citizens? lam sure that hon. 
members would not wish to contemplate that there should be anything 
in the nature of religious persecution, or that you should have this body 
of men locked up in the gaols of this country.” Over six thousand 
objectors, however, were subsequently imprisoned; of these, eight 
bundred and forty-three served hard-labour sentences of two years or 
wore, seventy-one died under imprisonment, and thirty four were con- 
demned to be shot, these death sentences being commuted to penal 
servitude for ten years. Ina vain attempt to break their spirit, many of 
them were subjected to the most brutal) torture by the military, until even 
the Army Council itself felt impelled to protest. They included pacifists 
of all beliefs—Roman Catholics, Anglicans, Free Churchmen of every: 
denomination, Quakers, Jews, and Socialists. Inman Appendix thé author 
gives an account of the movement abroad and in the colonies. 


Plymouth Congregation Old Records: 


A Barber-ous Story.

Sik,—1n reference to the Gleanings of Old Records of the Plymouth 
Hebrew Congregation, as outlined by the Rev. Mr. Zeffertt in bis article 
in the Supplement to the last issue of the Jewish Chronicle, 1 should like 
to quote an extract from some old Minutes under the date of July, 1809, 
as ap example of the powers exercised by the DOS of old. 

A young man was reported for having had his hair cut during the 
nine daysof our national mourning, between thefirst andninthof Ab. He 
was summoned to appear before the executive, and that having been his 
first offence, he was ordered to pay a fine of thirty-nine threepenny-pieces, 
thirty-nine representing the number of M\P?r. 

The same individual was, however, again reported for having cut his 
hair on M310 27. A general meeting was called to deal with the 
offender, and his sentence was: To forfeit all communal rights, not to be 
called up to the Law, or included in the prescribed number for Divine 
service ({'2) during the remainder of his natural life. No member of the 
congregation was to visit him on any occasion whatsoever, whether in 
jOy or sorrow, bot even during sickness. After his death be was to be 
denied the last rites. 

1] wonder whether the Pilgrim Fathers before leaving Plymouth cast 
their sting of religious persecution in the soilof thistown® There seems 
to be a vein of despotism running right through the old records, punish- 
ments and fines for all sorts of trivial offences, within and without the 
Synagogue. 

There are, however, included also recgrds of some fine actions on the 
part of the ruling powers that were, wortby to be followed by the present 
generation. 

The Jewisb Historical Society would find no smal! interast in the 
Code of Laws and Records cf Old Plymouth.

TALMUD TORAH SCHOOL, 


The annual meeting of subscribers was held on Sunday. A vote of 
condolence was passed to the family of Mr. Epbraim Harris, M.A., Chair. 
man of the Day Schools Committee and Treasurer of the Hebrew Educa- 
tion Board, who had passed away that day. 

Mr. S&S. H. STEINART, the President, in moving the adoption of the 
annual report, referred to the increase of pupils, there being over 600 
now on the registers as compared with 400 last year. In consequence 
of the depression in trade and other causes, the number of pupils 
was likely to be still further increased, and that would mean an increase 
in the teaching staff. The question of extending the building would 
also have to be taken seriously in hand. [Every effort was being made 
to get in touch with Continental and Palestinian sources that might be able 
to provide good teachers. During the year a special Syllabus Sub. 
Committee had been appointed, under the chairmanship of Rabbi 1. J. 
Yoffey, with a view to improving the curriculum of the school. The 
Chairman deplored the loss by death of Messrs. L. Ellison, I. Chazan, 
and H. Auerbach, who were staunch supporters of the school, and of 
Messrs. Sunderland and Orum, who were at one time memberg of the 
teaching staff. He paid a tribute tothe Hon. Officers and Committee, 
to the Principal, the Rev. I. W. Slotki, M.A., andthe Teaching Staff, and 
to the Secretary, Mr. L. M. Galansky. 

Mr. ABELSON seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

Mr. Z. LEVENSON, the Treasurer, in moving the adoption of the 
balance-sheet, said that the financial position of the school was giving rise 
to much anxiety, as the deficit was now over £500. He expressed the 
hope that the Manchester Community would be liberal in its support and 
thereby raise the Talmud Torah to a position worthy of the Community, 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Soi. Harris, supported by Mr. Jerome 
Jacobs, and carried, 

An illuminated address was presented to Rabbi H. Levin on the com- 
pletion of twenty-five years in the Manchester Rabbinate. 

Mr. JEROME JAcOoBs, in making the presentation, eulogised the 
services rendered by Rabbi Levin to the school, for a period of over 
twenty-one years, and also in the capicity of Hon. Superintendent. He 
asked Rabbi Levin to accept the address as a token of the regard and 
esteem of nearly 5,000 subscribers. 

Mr. 8. SILVERSTONE and Mr. BASKIN also referred to the work of 
Rabbi Levin for the cause of religious education. 

Rabbi H. LevVIN, in tendering thanks for the presentaNon, said that 
whilst a Rabbi should not expect any recompense for any efforts directed 
towards raising the standard of Hebrew education, that address would bo 
an encouragement to his children and grandchildren to emulate hisexample 
and support every Jewish cause. Hefelt proud of the fact that he had 
been instrumental in establishing a Talmud Class in the School.

GARDEN FETE 


In Aid of the Ben-Uri Society. 


SPEECH BY MR. ZANGWILL. 


Tho Ben-Uri (Jewish Art Society) held a garden féte last Sunday, to 
meet Mr. and Mrs. Israel Zangwill, at Brook House, Sneli’s Park, N. (the 
residence of Mr. and Mrs. Klementaski). 

Mr. 8. WINSTEN, Hon Secretary, said that Mr. Zangwill had in many 
ways continued the Bible for us, for in some of the wonderful books he 
bad written recently there was the spirit of the prophets. 

Mrs. ZANGWILL said it was her first experience of being a 
hostess at that sort of entertainment. Oae had the picasure of it, without 
any of the pains—it might be called “ hosting without tears.” The Com- 
mittee of the Jewish Art Society ought to be thanked for the excellence 
of the arrangements, but they were so generous that they did not want 
the delights for themselves—they were ready to give them up in return 
for coins, which were to go towards building a gallery or club house for 
Jewish artists. Considering the proportion of Jewish artists among the 
artists of the world, she could only feel that that Committee was extremely 
moderate in asking for only one club house. She therefore asked the 
visitors to thank the Committee in a practical way, and also to transfer 
the thanks she had heard expressed to herself that afternoon to Mr. and 
Mrs. Klementaski. 


Mr. ZANG WILL seconded what his wife had said about Mr. and Mrs. 
Klementaski. Mrs. Zapgwill, he continued, had spoken of the number of 
Jewish artists who were not known to be Jews. The Ben-Uri existed 
for the purpose of asserting Judaism. At the present day the world’s 
thought was wholly governed by the thought of Jews. People 
spoke of Einstein, Bergson and Freud throughout the world, and 


yet very few people realised that they were Jews. Mr. Belloc, 
in his recent book about the Jews, said that they bide the fact 
that they are Jews in order to carry on a secret Jewish plot. It 
was partly the fault of Jews if Jewish artists hid themselves away, 
because Jews often boycotted Jewish art. He believed that at one 
time Jews boycotted his books at the libraries because they were afraid of 
being taken for Jews through asking for them. The trouble was that ifthe 
Jews did not buy Jewish art, they could always get Gentile art. There- 
fore, if he could not get-his people to back him up, the Jewish artist was 
compelled to hide himself away, or to hide his identity. The Ben-Uri 
had already purchased a number of paintings by Jewish artists which 
were exhibited there thatday. They had, in 1915, published a magazine 
called “Renaissance,” which had had to be suspended, but which 
they hoped to revive. Many people still thought that Jews were all 
Shylocks, and therefore it was well that they should know of all the 
creative musical and artistic activity in their midst. The question of 
Jewish art was becoming more important now for us than it had been. 
He was sorry the Zionists had signed the White Paper, t% which Mr. 
Churchill had altered the interpretation of the Mandate. He could 
not imagine what right Mr. Churchil! had to interfere. In his 
(Mr. Zangwill’s) work for many years as a  Territorialist, he 
had wished for a country which would hold practically the entire 
Jewish race. If they could not have this, they would have the same 
problems for the masses of Jews everywhere as they had - before 
Zion was regained. Where Jews were together in large numbers they 
would hold together. themselves, but where they were only few, 45 in 
England, they must gradually dissolve unless they had a much stronger 
religious feeling than now. ‘lherefore they must accentuate their Jewish 
consciousness, by insisting on their special gifts. If the Jews wanted to 
persist, they must keep on having interest in themselves. He heartily 
hoped that the Ben-lri would be successful in their desire to form an 
Academy. He thought it would have been much better if the War 
Memorial fund had been devoted to that purpose rather than to the religious 
side, on which no-one seemed able to agree. He appealed to all who felt 
the spirit move them to come forward and heip, ~

‘§1n,—Last week I had occasion to visit the Bancroft Road Infirmary, 
Mile End Koad, and I noticed that there were a good many Jewish patients 
in hospital there. Most of these Jewish patients are of foreign birth, and | 
are unable to read English. From a conversation I had with them, it 
appears that no provision has been made to supply them with newspapers 
or other literature printed in Yiddish, although there are plenty of 


English newspapers and books to be found there. As these patients are 
unable to read any other tongue than Yiddish, and are apparently too 
poor to buy reading matter for themselves, I am sure they would be 
extremely grateful to any of your readers who wouid send on their old 
books or newspapers printed in that language. 


I would, therefore, respectfully ask your indulgence to appeal to your 
readers to remedy this want, or; perhaps, if there are sufficient ladies and 
gentiemen interested a committee could be formed to supply it. 


No doubt the same applies to all other hospitals in which our poorer 
coreligionists (who cannot read English) happen to be patients.

Apart from the 
educational value of these muricales to the students themselves, the 
functions are a delight by reason of their sheer artistry in performance 
and programme. On this occasion a miscellaneous selection was given 
by students past and present. Special mention must be made 
of new comers. Mr. Sidney Bright, a young coreligionist, aged seventeen, 
shows wonderful talent. He displayed a beautifu! touch and the possession 
of real poetic fecling.

They desire to consult with com- 
muna! workers in all lands respecting the legal difficulties of Jewesses, 
that women’s considered demands may ultimately be laid before a 
Conference of orthodox Rabbis; and it is their intention to consult with 
Jewish scholars as to the best methods and arguments to employ in order 
to obtain the desired results. The President is Mrs. Ernest Lesser, the 
Treasurer, Mrs, Bertha Adler, and the Hon. Secretary, Miss L. Hands.
